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DETECTIVE A PRISONER 
IN COUNTERFEITERS’ DEN 


Secret Service Spy Drugged and 
Kept for Days in Chicago. 


Escaped and Led a Series of Raids— 
Leader of Dangerous Gang Arrested, 
But Molds Had Been Removed. 


CHICAGO, May 20.—Threatened with 
death, drugged, and held a prisoner for 
days by a gang of counterfeigers, a Syrian 
connected with the United States Secret 
Service, escaped. To-day he led a squad of 
Secret Service men and city detectives in 
a raid which resulted in the arrest of one 
Italian and probably whl break up a 
dangerous gang of bogus money makers. 

The Italians, after the Syrian escaped 
them, became suspicious and hid their 
plant. So that, although four places were 
raided, the molds were not found. Enough 
evidence was secured, however, to show 
that the gang has made thousands of dol- 
| lars by circulating bogus money. 

The Italian under arrest is Joseph Nico- 
lisi, a saloon keeper, who was caught in 
| his place at 84 Oak Street. Three prisoners 
in the county jail, arrested some time ago, 
are believed to have belonged to the coun- 
terfeiting crowd, and Antonio D'Andrea, 
who was sent to Joliet a few weeks ago, is 
said to have been one of the leaders. 

The money made by .the North Side gang 
has been circulated ait over the United 
States, and it is probable arrests will be 
made in several other cities. ‘ 

Joe Bassini is what the Italians called the 
Secret Service man after he made his way 
into their good graces, but Bassini is not 
| his name although it is something like 
that. He admits as much, but will not tell 
his real name, 

Bassini sent from New York some 
time ago to watch the actions of a crowd 
| of Italians who were supposed to belong to 
the Mafia. Bassini soon went to Nicolisi's 
and began to spend money.

stiletto against his neck. Bassini denied 

strenuousiy that he was a spy, and then, 

he says, Nicolisi ordered that he. be re- 
leased and asked all those present to drink 
! to better friendship. 

Bassini drank, and from that moment, 
he says, became unconscious. How long 
he remained drugged he does not remem- 

; ber, but he says he awoke in a room where 
he was held prisoner. He pleaded with the 
Italians to let him go to a doctor, and after 
seme time convinced them that he was not 
a apy. 

Rassini was allowed to go, and after a 
day recovered from the effeets of drugs. 
Instead of remaining awty from the place 
Bassini pretended to forgive everything. 
and returned to resume his spying. 
he led the raid.

TRAIN WRECKING HIS HOBBY. 


Lunatic Caught Piling Cross Ties in 
Front of Fast Express—His 

Second Offense. 

ATTLEBOROUGH, Mass., 


May 20.—An 


attempt made to-day to wreck the Colonial, 


express, from Washington for Boston, at a 
point between Skinner’s Crossing and 
Mansfield Station, failed; and the man said 
to be responsible for the deed is under ar- 
rest. As the man was placing the last one 
of a pile of railroad ties on the track he 
was discovered by Fred Rand of Mans- 
field, who removed the obstruction just as 
the express, going at fifty-five miles an 
hour, dashed by. 

Without delay Rand started in pursuit 
of the stranger, who was running along 
the track. In a brief encounter Rand 
knocked down the would-be train wrecker, 
and held him until an officer came and 
arrested him. 

The prisoner gave his name as Michole 
Vinechto, thirty years old. He was later 
identified by railroad detectives as having 
recently made an attempt to wreck a train 
at Quinebaug by placing a number of large 
stones on the track there. . 

At Quinnebaug the train ran into the ob- 
struction, and, although no one was hurt, 
the locomotive was partially demolished. 
Since that time attempts have been made 
t> wreck trains on the Consolidated system 
at Middleborough Junction and at Taunton, 
and the detectives believe that Vinchlo 1s 
responsible. 

After Deputy Sheriff Henry Perry of 
Mansfield had sworn out a warrant against 
Vinehlo to-day, charging him with ob- 
structing a locomotive, Dr. Latham of 
Mansfield examined the prisoner, and at a 
hearing before Judge Byram in the Dis- 
trict Court Dr. Latham stated that Vinchlo 
vas of unsound mind. The court ordered 
the prisoner placed in the custody of the 
Selectmen at Mansfield, and he probably 
will be sent to an asylum, 


PHILLIPS BLAGDEN FOUND. 


Bank Clerk, for News of Whose Where- 
abouts $1,000 Was Offered, Has 
Enlisted in the Marines.

BOSTON, May 20.—Phillips Blagden, who 
mysteriously disappeared from New York 
on April 30, was found Tuesday at Charles- 
town, where he had enlisted in the naval 
marines, He was located by a Mr. Wood- 
bury, salesman in the employ of T. E. 
Moseley of this city. 

Blagden is highly connected, and his fam- 
ily move in the best society in Englewood, 
N. J. He held a responsible position in the 
Liberty National Bank of New York City, 
of which his uncle, E. C. Converse, is Presti- 
dent. His disappearance was unexplain- 
able. His family offered $1,000 reward for 
news of his whereabouts. 


Phillips Blagden worked with other clerks 
at the Liberty National Bank until 11 
o'clock on the night of April 29. He went 
to a tailoring establishment in West Twen- 
next morning about 9Y 
o'clock to be fitted with clothing.

CHICAGO, May 20.—Chicago waiters end 
restaurant employes are now taking of go- 
ing on strike unless they are granted an 
increase of wages amounting to 20 per 
eent. This class of labor includes cooks, 
waiters, barkeepers, chambermaids, porters, 
and general kitchen help, numbering, all 
told, about 14,000 persons. They are also 
demanding a*scale of ten hours for week 
days and six hours for Sundays.

DROUGHT WORRIES FARMERS.

Year’s Hay for Feed.

HOOSICK FALLS, N. Y., May 20.—Farm- 

ers and gardeners are thoroughly discour- 
aged over the continued bad prospects for 
crops of all kinds. The drought is unpre- 
cedented, considering the time of year. It 
is a really serious condition that now con- 
fronts the farmer, and there is every rea- 
son for alarm. There is no grass with 
which to feed the cattle, as the entire 
rowth has been burned from the hilisides, 
sast year’s hay and ensilage are now be- 
ing used in place of the usual provender, 
end where this gives out it is either kill 
the cattle or sell to luckier owners.

Plowing, which has been neglected while 
waiting for rain, is now impossible in many 
places on account of the baked condition of

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WASHINGTON SELIGMAN 
ALMOST TOOK HIS LIFE 


inflicted a Cut on His Throat with 
a Razor. 


Detective Reported That He Admitted 
He Attempted Suicide—Is a Son 
of a Prominent Banker. 


Washington Seligman, a broker of 52 
Broadway, was found last night lying in 
his apartment in the Rossmore Hotel, 
Forty-second Street and Broadway, with 
a deep gash in the left side of his throat 
made with the blade of a safety razor. He 
is in Roosevelt Hospital a prisoner, charged 
with attempted suicide. His life is not in 
danger. 

In the three-room apartment, for which 
he paid rent by the year, lived Miss Anita 
Sutherland, once an actress. She occupied 
Room 109, while his room was 107. She 
was the first to discover him after he had 
inflicted a three and a half-inch wound 
below his left jawbone. For two years Miss 
Sutherland has: lived in the apaftment, 
using her own name, but sometimes called 
“Mrs, Seligman.” 

Mr. Seligman, who is a son’ of James 
Seligman, head of the banking house bear- 
ing the family name, and a relative of the 
other well-known Seligmans in Wall Stregt, 
was the defendant two years ago in a suit 
that had wide notoriety. A Mrs. Osborne 
accused him of attacking her and beating 
her into insensibility. He was fined $2,000 
by a City Court jury, but was successful 
in an appeal taken before the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, which upset 
the verdict. Miss Sutherland, whose friend- 
ship for the briker is of five years’ stand- 
ing, figured in the case conspicuously. 

According to the statement of Capt. 
O'Connor of the Tenderfoin Police Station, 
Patrick: Roache, proprietor of the Ross- 
more Hotel, and Policeman Hauck, who 
arrested the broker, and had him taken to 
the hospital, Mr. Seligman dined in the 
Hotel Metropole with Miss Sutherland be- 
tween 7 and 8 o’clock. So far as is known 
there was no trouble between the two, and 
those who saw them said that they ap- 
peared to be in good spirits. Mr. Seligman, 
who is abeut forty-five years old, very 
thin, clean shaven, and conspicuously nerv- 
ous, looked in his usual health, which has 
been bad for years, but never seemed to 
depress him. iss Sutherland, whose age 
is put at twenty-five, by Mr. Roache, is a 
handsome brunette, with apparently a most 
amiable disposition. 

After dining the couple walked out of the 
Forty-second Street door of the restaurant 
around into Broadway and into the front 
entrance of the Rossmore. Taking the 
elevator, they disappeared in the apartment 
on the second floor. 

A negro bellboy heard a ring from the 
indicator in the office at 8:30, and saw that 
Room 107 wanted him. Upon going there 
he was met by Miss Sutherland as she 
rushed out Into the hallway and began to 
scream loudly for help. Looking into the 
room, he saw Mr. Seligman lying, half sit- 
ting, on the bed, with the wound in-his 
throat. 

According to'a statement made tater by 
Miss Sutherland she had retired % h r 
room, No. 108, nnd had asked Mr. elle. 
man, shouting to him through the 
door, whether he intended to go out 
more during the. evening. je replied 
negatively. She was doing some fancy 
work in her own room, havin 
formed that he was going to shave him- 
self, according to his custom at nights, 
when she heard him cry out: 

‘I'm stuck!" 

At first she paid no attention to this, but 
after a minute or two strange sounds from 
his roont caused her to investigate. She 
found Mr. Seligman lying on the bed, bleed- 
ing. The blade of the safety razor was 
on the bed and its guard was on the floor.

Thts was 
dene on application of several creditors, 
who alleged that the concern was insol- 
vent and that its officers had made pref- 
erential payments. 

Watson, 
President of the corporation, the receiyers 
do not expect to find out much about the 


financial condition of the company. Mr. 
Watson is expected to reach Chicago to- 
morrow. Attorneys Defrees, Braee, and 
Ritter, who represen: the receivers, said 
tris evening that they could not estimate 
the HMabilities or assets of the concern. 

It is said to be probable, however, that 
the debts will prove to be larger than the 
assets, which are worth from $100,000 to 
$200, 000.

ROSE FEVER’ IN CHICAGO. 


Unhappy Inhabitants Aliso Suffer from 
Dust Pneumonia and Other 
Peculiar Ills.

GHICAGO, May 20.—Dust pneumonia and 
rose fever are two diseases Chicago is 
warned against. The first is a mnenace to 
life, while the latter has a capacity for 
making its victim extremely uncomfort- 
able.

bearing dust. 
“To avoid dust pneumonia,"”’ said Dr. W. 


K. Jaques, Director of the chemical labora- 
tory, “stay out of dust as much as pos- 
sible. Prevent dust from entering the 
room. A cheesecloth screen stretched over 
the window will keep out the dust.”’ 

Rese fever attacks those who visit locali- 
ties where great numbers of roses are in 
bloom.

Dr. Jaques explained. “There are not

CHIEF OF POLICE AT 
KISHINEFF DISMISSED 


Punished for Failing to Suppress 
the Riots. 


Jews File Claims for Damages Agains\ 
Officials—Outbreak Said Not to Have 
Been Entirely Anti-Semitic 
in Character.

LONDON, May 21.—In addition to Gen. 
von Raaben, the Governor of Kishineff, 
says the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Times, the Chief of Police has been 
dismissed for failing to take efficie 
measures to suppress the riots. 

According to the Russian law, officials 
neglecting their duties are responsible 
for the results, and the Jews of Kishineff 
have consequently filed numerous claims 
for damages against the ex-Governor and 
other authorities. The cases against 
Gen. von Raaben. will be tried by the 


Senate and the other cases in the lower 
courts. 


A correspondent of the National Zeit- 
ung, in a dispatch quoted by the Berlin 
correspondent of The Times, maintains 
that it is a mistake to regard the Kishi- 
neff outrages as _purely of an anti- 
Semitic -character. He attributes them 
partly to the general discontent caused 
by the agricultural depression, to badly 
managed taxation, and to distrust of the 
Government. 

In support of his views the corre- 
spondent alleges that windows in the 
Governor's lace were broken, that the 
house of the Marshal of the Nobility was 
completely demolished, that a church 
was pillaged, and that many Christians 
were among the dead and wounded. 

The correspondent says the Russian 
Government does not want these facts 
known, and prefers that the whole af- 
fair be represented as due to anti-Jew- 


i ish feeling. 


The Times’s correspondent adds that 
over 120,000° marks have already been 
collected by German Jews for the Kishi- 
neff sufferers. 


MORE FINNS BANISHED. 


Four Prominent Men Exiled—Many Of- 
ficials Dismissed or Forced 
to Resign.

LONDON, May -21.—A dispatch from 
Helsingfors to The Times says that four 
more prominent Finns have been exiled—

The Brofeldts are both literary men, 
and their brother, who writes under the 
name of Juhani Aho, is the foremost 
Finnish author.

He was Chair- 
man of the meeting held last November 
at which the programme of passive re- 
sistance was formulated. 

About seventy-five officials have been 
dismissed or have been forced to resign 
since last September, besides fifty who 
voluntarily resigned. 


THE ASSASSINATION OF 
A-RUSSIAN GOVERNOR. 


M. Bogdanovitch Was a Humane and 
Enlightened Man—His Slayers Suc- 
ceed in Escaping.

LONDON, May 21.—Referring to the 
assassination of the Governor of Ufa, the 
Novoe Vremya, in an article quoted by 
the St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Times, says M. Bogdanovitch was one of 
the most humane and enlightened Gov- 
ernors in Russia, but he was compelled 
to have recourse to the severe measures 
prescribed by the law for the suppression 
of street disorders. His murder was un- 
connected with the recent 
strike riots at Slatousk. 

After the Governor had repeatedly en- 
deavored to restore tranquillity without 
force, says the Novoe Vremya, he was 


j compelled to order the troops to fire, and 


great numbers of strikers were killed or 
wounded.

VFA, Russia, May 20.—The assassination 
of Gov. Bogdanovitch in the Town Park 
here yesterday was apparently an act of 
revenge growing out of the riot at Slatousk, 
in the Province of Ufa, last March, when 
twenty-elght persons were killed and fifty 
others were wounded by gendarmes and 
troops sent by the Governor to suppress the 
disorder. 

Details of the assassination show that 
the Governor was walking alone among the 
erowds in the park yesterday afternoon 
when he was approached in a shady lane 
near the church by two men. One of the 


men bowed and handed Bogdanovitch a 
packet. While the Governor was examin- 
ing it the men drew revolvers and riddled 
Bogdanovitch with builets, no less than 
nine being lodged in his breast and spine. 
The Governor died on the spot. The church 
watchman ran to the scene on hearing the 
firing, but was unable to stop the assassins. 

The two men escaped by threatening with 
their revolvers all who attempted to bar 
their way. 

Bogdanovitch had been Governor of the 
province for six years and was generally 
popular.

JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 
AND POLAND ALARMED 


Letters Show That Passion 
Against Them Is Widespread. 


Armed Guards in WarsaW Protected the 
Jews—Suffering at Kishineff— 
More Contributions Sent. 


Information showing that the outrages at/ 
Kishineff had an effect of inflaming anti- 
Jew passions elsewhere than in Bessarabia 
Was received yesterday in this city. Alarm- 
ing conditions in Warsaw, Russian Poland, 
and Roumania, were déscribed in letters. 
Further details of the distress at Kishineff 
were also received. It is said that 30,000 
Jews are preparing to emigrate to Aemrica. 

The Jewish Daily News is in possession 
of a letter received a few days ago by 2 
prominent Jew ofthis city from his brother 
in Warsaw. The writer’s name is not di- 
vulged for fear that the Russian authori- 
ties might inflict punishment upon him. In 


part it reads: 

Of course you have heard and read about Kish- 
ineff. Here in Warsaw it wrought us up so that 
every one prepared to do his uttermost. We con- 
fidently looked forward to additional riots, but 
it seems that our agitation was understood and 
acted as a deterrent. ; 

Here in Warsaw we expected a riot on May 3, 

d were prepared. All of our Jewish youth was 
afmed; aye, and even men up to the age of forty. 
We were organized and had squads at every cor- 
ner. We had pickets and messengers in the tele- 
phone booths and picked minute men in front of 
the churches. These minute men were young 
men armed with revolvers loaded with heavy car- 
tridges. The streets swarmed with our young 
men. Long life to them! 

So thoroughly armed and prepared were we that 
the tables were turned and the Christians feared 
to walk through the streets. 

Read the Freund ‘and the Novosti, and you will 
get some slight idea of the talk going on now. 
hese papers write openly and without fear. The 
Novosti urges that charges be brought against 
the whole Police Department, (of Kishineff,) 
whom it accuses of heing primarily to blame for 
the riots. 

When Lapouchin, the Imperial Chief of Police, 
asked a Jew whether he could indicate who the 
bandits were, this little man answered: ** The 
Governor, the Chief of Police, the Colonel, the 
Sergeants, and all the rest of your whole. devil's 
crew. 

The Jewish Herald, 132 Canal Street, yes- 
terduy received from its correspondent in 
Buhush, Roumania, which borders on Bes- 
Saiabia, a ietter dated May 9, and saying 
in part: 

Only the God Almighty knows what the future 
has in store for us. The bloody massacre at 
Kishineff has irritated the Rumanian populace 
and they are like hyenas who have smelled blood 
from afar. All the Jews in Roumania are almost 
frightened to death. The Christians of Derlav, 
Bakau, Galatz, Tulcha, and many other places 
proclaim openly that they will massacre al! the 
Jews. The so-called representati®®s of the Rou- 
nanians say that they are not afraid of Ameri- 
can protests so long as Russia is killing Jews 
indiscriminately. Even the children know what 
is expected in the future when they appear at a 
Jewish store and say: 

*“Come, you miserable Jew, and give us what- 
ever we desire, for you will surely be killed and 
everything will be taken away from you.”’

The Jewish Daily News yesterday re- 
ceived a cablegram from Dr. Muchnik of 
JKishinetf in answer-to a dispatch sent to 
him a few days ago by that newspaper. 
The message, which is dated Kishineff, 
May 1, reads: 

We are in receipt of your cables of inquiry. It 
is impossible tc send ansWers to your questions 
at this time. The reason must be obvious. Quiet 
prevails in Kishineff now, It is always quiet in 
a@ cemetery—for that Kishineff is now. 

Rumors of new riots are flying everywhere, 
but for the present things are quict everywhere 
But the result of this one riot is a terrible one 
for all the Jews of Russia. Financial crisis hay 
taken place. Credit and confidence have gone. 
Persons who have money have concealed it for 
the hour of emergency. 

Persons having goods, wares, and merchandise 
do not permit them to pass out of their hands 
except for cash payments, Christians are not 
felling goods tows on credit for fear that new 
riots -may impoverish us and make {st fmpossible 
for Us to pay. Jews are seljing mo goods to 
Christians for fear the latter will pay with e new 
riot. No mew business is undertaken, ahd old 
business is paratyzed: 

The result is that there is distress and pov- 
erty in the whole land such as was never before 
known. Wealthy men have become poor; poor 
men are now beggars, and those who were beg- 
gars are starving to death. 

The Vorwaerts, a Yiddish local paper, 
printed yesterday a letter said to have been 
received from a woman in Kishineff whose 
infant daughter and eight-year-old son 
were among those slain in the riots. This 
woman, who escaped by hiding in a stable, 
In describing the deaths of her children, 
says: 

They snatched my one-year-old girl from my 
arms. One took it by the leg, another by the 
other, and tore it in twain. I begged them to 
kill me. Then they caught up my boy, eight 
years old, and chopped him to pieces. 


The Jewish Morning Journal printed sev- 
eral extracts trom Russian papers received 
yesterday. One says that the prime cause 
of the persecution was because the Jews 
are the oldest race of people on the earth, 
it says that a great many children have 
been left orphans by the massacre, and 
Suggests, through a committee, that the 
rich Jews in other parts of the world adopt 
the children. 

The Kievska Slova of Kieff is the paper 
that is responsible for the statement that 
about 30,000 Jews are about to leave Rus- 
sia for the United States. The Novosti of 
St. Petersburg mentions, among other 
things, the fact that Jews. upon the street 
cars in the capital were subjected to many 
indignities. When a Jew was seen on one 
of the cars the excited Russians would yell 
to the Gentiles in the car *‘ Throw the dzhid 
off. 

Another publication says that when the 
Jews on the second day of the riots went 
to Christian hotels for safety the innkeep- 
ers charged them $1 an hour for a room. 
A Warsaw paper says that a few days 
after the Kishineff riot a riot occurred at 
Batchi, a small place about five miles dis- 
tant from Kishineff. The homes of fifteen 
Jewish families were destroyed, the paper 
says. and one woman killed.

COUNT CASSINI ANNOYED, 


Does Not Like the Criticisms of His 
Remarks Regarding the Kish- 
ineff Massacre.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Count Cassini, 
the Russian Ambassador, is evidently an- 
noyed by criticisms passed on his recent 
utterances in explanation of the massacre 
of Jews at Kishineff, in which he spoke in 
disparaging terms of the people subjected 
to the persecutions of his countrymen. In 
reply to questions to-day Count Cassini ex- 
claimed: 

“T cannot understand what all this noise 
is about. Do not disturbances sometimes 
occur in other countries—Austria, Ger- 


many, Turkey. and even in this country— 
despite all efforts of the Government offi- 
cials to preserve order? Has not the Rus- 


world, 


sian Government taken prompt measures to 
punish all those persons nsible . for 
permitting any outrages w may have 
occurred? At least, this is what I hear 
irom the newspapers. Officially\I have no 
@trect information in the matter.” 

Count Cassini spoke earnestly about the 
Spreading of luric reports réflecting u 
his country, and intimated that if the whole 
truth were known there might be discpv- 
ered some animus back of them. He said: 

“If outrages have been committed as de- 
Scribed in the papers, I feel sure the per- 
sons responsible for permitting them to oc- 
cur will be severely punished by the Rus- 
sian Government. Newspaper dispatches 
report sumn'ary action against the Gov- 
ernor of Bessarabia, Seaulting in his dis- 
missal, and if the news is correct, as I 
suppose it is, it surely indicates the Gov- 
ernment’s intention to act promptly and as 
severely as circumstances require. 

“The question of conditions in Russia 
can only be settled py investigation by an 
impartial Commissioner. If some_unbiased 
person went there to study conditions he 
would find them as I have stated hereto- 
fore. There is only this to be said: If 
strife exists in that section of the empire 
there must be some reason for it, and I 
will be content to rest upon the decision of 


any impartial observer.’ 


OPERATION ON MR. HARRIMAN. 


Railroad President Rallies Well After 
His Appendix Is Removed—WilI 


Probably Recover Soon. 


At alate hour last night the condition 
of Edward H, Harriman, President of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, who was op- 
erated on yesterday for appendicitis at the 
Hotel Netherland, was said by his physi- 
cians to be all that could be expected. 

After coming out of the ether Mr. Har- 
riman was very cheerful, and though ad- 
vanced in age, showed no signs of weak- 
ness. His doctors expect a speedy recov- 
ery. 

Nothing definite concerning the oper- 
ation was decided upon until early yester- 
day morning. At that time, in order to 
obviate the danger of a recurrence of the 
attack to which Mr. Harriman has twice 
been subjected, he decided to have the op- 
eration at once. Dr. William T. Bull was 


; called and informed of Mr. Harriman's de- 
cision. He called Drs. Walker, Titon, Jane- 
way, Morris, and Lyle. 

The operation was begun at 9:15 A. M., 
and, according to Dr. Lyle, took one hour. 
Before going to the operation the patient 

was cheerful, and seemed to feel glad that 

| the ordeal would soon be over. 


The operation was performed in a suite 
of rooms in the Hotel Netherland which 
had been occupied by three of Mr. Harri- 
man’s children during the last week. A 
platform was constructed on which the pa- 
tient lay when Dr. Burnett administered 
the ether.

Two Fourteen-Year-Old Burglars Con- 


fess to Looting Many Cottages 
on the St. Lawrence.

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., May 20.—Two 
boys, Winfield and Eddie Bathwell, cousins, 
about fourteen years old, two of Brockville’s 
incorrigible youths, are under arrest awaiting 
sentence for extensive river robberies. The 
boys have figured in the police coprt for 
the past four or five years for petty steal- 
ing, which has rendered them bold enough 
to tackle something greater. 

They pleaded guilty in court to crossing

Directors of Several Companies Ap- 
prove Terms of Lease to Combine.

NEWARK, N. J., May 20.—The Directors 
of the Essex and Hudson Gas Company aft 
a meeting to-day unanimously approved 
the form of lease submitted by the Public 
Service Corporation of New Jersey.

Faces His Accusers Before a Leg- 
islative Committee. 


Warm Hearing on a Bill to Prevent 
Him from Appointing Police 


Commissioners. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 20.—Mayor Mul- 
vihill-of Bridgeport to-day attended a hear- 
ing before the Committee on Cities and 
Boroughs of the Legislature on the pro- 
posed bill curtailing his power in the ap- 
pointment of Police and other Commission- 
ers. Under the present law the terms of 
two Police Commissioners would expire 
June 1. In view of the developments during 
the riot last Sunday, and the subsequent 
criticisms of Mayor Mulvihill's action at 
that time, some citizens strongly favored 
the passage of the bill in order to prevent 
the Mayor from having the appointment 
of their successors. The last Legislature 
changed the time of the Mayoralty election 
from April to November, but no provision 
was made for changing the terms of Com- 
missioners, .who have heretofore been ap- 
pointed by the Mayor in May following his 
election. 

The new bill proposes not only to extend 
the terms of the present Commissioners to 
Dec. 31, but to make that month the final 
one of the terms of future Commissioners. 

When_ the hearin was opened to-day 
Mayor Mulvihill took the floor and replied 
to accusations made against him before the 
committee yesterday. He denied every- 
thing that his accusers said about him, and 
asked Mr. Coit of New London, Chairman 
of the committee, upon what ground the 
proposed curtailment of his powers was 
declared to be necessary. Mr. Coit replied: 

“On the ground that the situation in 
Bridgeport makes some change necessary.” 

Mayor Mulvihill—I deny that. The whole 
question is whether certain Commissioners 
who have no interest in this work, shall 
he retained whether it is for the best of 
; the public or not. As to my action during 
the riot on Sunday, I live near the scene 
of*the trouble, and went out to help stop 
the riot when it occurred. I did not know 
this man was a Sheriff. I deny positively 
that he had a prisoner under arrest whom 
I ordered freed. The Sheriff was in a pre- 
carious position and I tried to help him out. 

Mr. Coit—In fairness to you, I should 
State that affidavits are here from two 
Sheriffs that you did order the man freed. 

Mayor Mulvihill—And I have affidavits 
from the policeman and 200 citizens that it 
is not true. At the risk of my life I went 
intu the crowd and tried to scatter it. I am 
criticived for interference. If I had stayed 
home I would have been criticised for cow- 
ardice. The whole trouble is that 1 am a

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 20.—A state- 
ment issued by fifty-five savings bank of- 
ficials to the Legislature to-day makes seri- 
ous charges against New York bond deal- 
ers who are interested in. getting a bill 
passed by the present Assembly. This bill 
adds several Western railroads whose se- 
curitieg are unknown here to the list of 
bonds which the savings banks are permit- 
ted to' buy. The savings banks have been 
against the measure, but the Committee on 
Banks reported in favor of the bill. The 


statement given out by the savings banks 
to-day is as follows: 

At this session a combined attack of 
foreign bond dealers, attorneys, and lobby- 
ists has been made upon our conservative 
law. Brokers in New York, who are loaded 
down with bonds which they cannot sell, 
very early in the session secured the serv- 
ices of the most noted lobbyists in the 
State, have had representatives of their 
firms here at the Capitol for weeks, and 
have succeeded by combining their forces 
in securing a joint report on several bilis 
with the expectation that, while fearing 
each other, they may when united secure 
favorable action by this General Assembly. 
Of all measures submitted of only one have 
the proponents dared to stand alone and 


ask its passage on its own merits or de- 
merits. 


“Under such circumstances we have 
failed to secure the defeat of these bills in 
the committee before which they were 
heard, and by a majority report the pas- 
sage of Substitute bills is recommended. We 
protest against their passage. If these bills 
should pass there will be only one thing to 
do, and that is to repeal all laws designat- 
ing nvestments for savings banks, for 
with the bonds now recommended by the 
committee the statute will be but a decep- 
tion and a fraud, a snare to people who 
hold trust funds in this State and else- 
where, and a reproach to the State.” 


RARE GEMS FOR BOOK LOVERS. 


Closing Auction Sale of the Season at 
Libbie’s in Boston Includes 


Some Unique Relics.

BOSTON, May 20.—Some rare Emerson- 
fana, Revolutionary broadsides, Grolier 
Club publications, first editions of Ameri 
can authors, and other rare books were 
disposed of at the closing book auction sale 
of the season at Libbie’s to-day. 

The sale began yesterday afternoon and 
includes portions of the libraries of J. El- 
liott Cabot, a descendant of Joseph Bart- 
lett, one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, and other libraries, mak- 
ing up a collection of remarkably good ma- 
terlal. Buyers were present from New 
York, Philadelphia, Washington, New 
Hampshire, and other places, and there 
was lively competition for the choicest 
items. Mr. Herbert Putnam, the Librarian 
of Congress, was one of the buyers present. 
The Boston Public Library secured several 
of the choicest items, including some of 
the Revolutionary broadsides. 

At to-day’s sale the Emerson items were 
of the greatest interest, and of these the 
best was a copy of ‘‘ Wood's Athenae Oxon- 
lenses,’ in two volumes, London, 1721. This 
was a presentation copy from Thomas Car- 
lyle to his friend, R. W. Emerson, with in- 
scription by Carlyle 

The work was finally purchased by Mr. 
l’orbes, a Roston collector, for $108. Next 
in interest was Emerson's “ Letters and 
Social Aims,” first edition, Boston, 1876. It 
was bought upon order for a collector for 


ads 

The first edition of Bret Harte’s ‘ The 
Heathen Chinee,” a series of nine plates by 
lHiull, with a verse on each, Chicago, 1870, 
went to a collector for $10.25, and first 
editions of “ The Luck of Roaring Camp” 
and “ Lothan”’ brought $4 each. 

A first edition of Holmes’s poems, Bos- 
ton, 1836, brought $5, and a presentation 
copy of ‘“‘Over the Teacups,’’ with the 
author's autograph, was bought by Foley 
for $16. 

There were a few Grolier Club publica- 
tions in the sale, and these sold at various 
prices, owing to the desires of collectors 
t6 Gompltte sets. 

There were two editions of ‘‘ Audubon’'s 
Birds of America'’’ in the sale, the first 
offered being the reissue by J, W. Audubon. 
It was in six volume’, half Russia, and 
was bought by Estes & Lauriat of this city 
for $15.75 a volume, or $94.75. The second 
was the original subscription edition in 
seven volumes with 500 colored plates. One 
late was missing, a duplicate of Plate 334 
aving been bound in by mistake. There 
was spirited pidding on this item, which 
was secured by the Boston Public Library 
for $315. 

The five volumes of ‘‘ Audubon and Bach- 
man's Viviparous Quadrupeds of North 
America ’’ went to George E. Littlefield for 
$31 a volume, or $155. 


HEARING IN. MERRILL CASE. 


Extradition Matter Postponed to Friday

THIS GRAVE DOUBLY WATCHED.

BOSTON, May 20.—For some reason as 
yet unexplained, special police officers have 
been put on watch day and night over the 
grave of E. M. Thayer of Newtonville in the 
Newton Cemetery. Mr. Thayer died about 
three weeks or more ago at the Hotel Lenox 
while under police surveillance. Afterward 
it was found that he carried nearly half a 
million dollars in life insurance. It has 
since been reported, however, that the larg- 
er policies were paid. The watchers over 
the grave are of two parties. One is said 
to be from the Pinkerton bureau and to be 
in the service of insurance companies, and 
the other is from the Newton police, and fs 
gaid to have been hired by the family. The 
Pinkerton men were first pieced at' the 
grave, and as soon as the family learned 
of this move special poser were requested 
of Chief of Police Tarbox. 

Every effort has been made to keep the 
presence of the watchers a secret, and 
strict silence is maintained as to the reason 
for the posting of the guard.

SENATOR SIMMONS 
ON NEGRO’S FUTURE 


North Carolinian’s Protest Against 
Technical Training. 


Traditional Forty Acres and a Mule the 
Solution, He Says—Senator Depew 
Dissents at North Carolina 
Society Dinner. + 


United States/Senator F. M. Simmons of 
North Carolina, at a dinner of the North 
Carolina Society of New York at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria last night, protested the ‘‘ new 
destiny "' projected for the American negro. 
He said that when all that had been 
planned for him had been done, there would 
be no place for him either in the North 
or in the South, 

“The social problem in the South,” said 
Senator Simmons, ‘‘was one which the 
South could settle for itself, independently 
of the rest of the country, [cheers,] and it 
has settled it, so far as it is concerned, and 
settled in irrevocably. Upon that question 
there is not now, and there has not been 
at any time, any division among white 
people of the South. One and all, now and 
at all times, they refuse, as they have al- 
ways refused, to even so much as consider 
the suggestion of social equality or social 
intercourse with the negro. [Cheers.] 

‘In their view that would mean degrada- 


tion for the white man, without compensat- 
ing benefit for the black man; and so feel- 
ing and believing, they desire not to see 
the social chasm which now separates these 
two races lessened, but rather to see it 
broadened and widened. This is a Southern 
condition which is inexorable and nothing— 
absolutely nothing—can change it. 

* By one device or another, we have 
taken the ballot from the illiterate negro; 
not, as some times charged, for political 
or race advantage, but, as we believe, for 
his good and for the country’s good, and, 
speaking broadly, for our own salvation.” 

As to the negro industrial situation, Sen- 
ator Simmons said in part: 

“Up to the present time the negro has 
confined his activities chiefly to doing do- 
mestic and menial service in the North and 
farm work in the South. For these occu- 
pations he is fitted, both by nature and 
ong training, and in their pursuit there 
has been up to the present time but little 
oe between him and his white co-la- 

urers, 

‘A new destiny is now projected for him. 
His energies are not only to be stimulated 
in these old lines, but also directed into 
new channels. In short, the negro is to be- 
come the subject of new exploitations, and, 
as a result, we are in the midst of a noisy 
propaganda for negro industrial education. 
Under the new regimé, the negroes are not 
only to be taught and trained in habits of 
industry, thrift, and economy, and made 
thereby better servants, laborers, and far- 
mers, but they are also to be taught in the 
technique and practice of the mechanic and 
industrial arts and to become mechanics 
and artisans, skilled in the use and manip- 
ulation of tools and machinery. 

‘*T would raise here to-night the question 
whether, unless his training for competl- 
tion in certain lines of employment shall 
take into consideration these actual and 
known sentiments,and be limited and regu- 
lated accordingly in endeavoring to_miti- 
gate one assumed unfavorable condition, 
he may not be hurled against another con- 
dition, fraught with no good to him and 
much possible disturbance and danger both 
to society and industry. ‘ 

**In the midst of all this clamor for new 
conditions and opportunities for the negro, 
all these experimentations and exploitations 
of methods and devices to make him a 
white man in character and capabilities, I 
am here to make an appeal in behalf of the 
negro and his traditional forty acres and 
a mule, 

‘He has got the mule—he did not get him 
from the Freedman’s Bureau, either, nor 
any other Governmental or eleemosynary 
institution—but by hard and honest toil. 
Many of them have got the forty acres 
also. More of them will get it. 

** Don't, I beseech you, separate him from 
his forty acres and his mule by filling his 
mind with unattainable ideas and delusive 
hopes. His condition may not yet awhile 
be well enough to be altogether let alone, 
but he is surely advancing to that condiS 
tion, doing the work his hands know so weil 
how to do and which he is contented and 
happy in doing; meanwhile growing and 
strengthening, not by artificial, but by 
natural processes In the fundamental attri- 
butes of better and higher citizenship."’ 

Dr. Winston, President of the Agricult- 
ural and Mechanical College at Raleigh, 
spoke on the growth and development of 
North Carolina. He was followed by Sen- 
ator Depew. 

‘“‘T was thinking,” said Senator Depew, 
‘‘while my colleague in the Senate was 
developing that oration of 
sibly was here for a debate. But we 
can't begin a debate in the Senate after 
1 o’clouk. But when he re-delivers that 
oration, as he will, (laughter,) a listening 
Senate to command, there will be an answer 
to it. 

“Not in a spirit of controversy, but I 
am going to take this opportunity to say 
that I have the profoundest admiration for 
that negro who has come up from slavery 
and demonstrated the possibilities of his 
race. [{Applause.} I1 believe the lines he 
has laid down will do more to solve the 
problem of the negro in America than 


would be done by harnessing him with a! 


mule.” [Loud and long-continued hand 


clapping. ] 

The Senator spoke on the greatness of 
New York City as a destroyer of provin- 
cialisms, and of the growth of the United 
States as a world power. He said that 
Great Britain now had found the Monroe 
Doctrine a protector of her own interests 
in Canada and the West Indies, and that 
he believed the present generation would 
live to see President Monroe's bust in West- 
minster Abbey.

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‘DEATH IN HEAT WAVE 
OF RECORD INTENSITY 


First Time 91 Degrees Has Been 
Registered on May 20. 


Three Persons Fatally Affected—Short 
Downpour of Rain Skipped Har- 
lem and the Bronx. 


The heat yesterday was responsible for 
three deaths in thfs city, while several per- 
sons who were overcome received medical 
attention. The city’s dry spell, which has 
lasted practically since April 17, was partly 
broken late in the afternoon. by a heavy 
rainfall, which, however, refreshed only the 
lower half ‘of Manhattan and Brooklyn. In 
Harlem and in the Bronx there was not 
even moisture, only a few drops fell. The 
rain began at 5 o’clock and lasted only six 
minutes. The precipitation was of small 
volume, but sufficient to lay the dust, 
freshen vegetation, and lower the temper- 
ature. 

Forecast Official E. H. Emery did not 
before the shower give comfort to those af- 
flicted by the high temperature and the 
drought. 

“ The conditions for rain,’’ he said, “‘ were 
very good yesterday morning and showers 
early to-day extended as far east as West- 
ern Pennsylvania. The conditions which 
have been causing showers have been de- 
flected northwest hy atmospheric pressure 
over the Middle and South Atlantic States. 
The drought area extends from the New 
England States southwest to North Caro- 
lina, and takes in the Atlantic States, prin- 
cipally north of North Carolina and as far 
West as Western Pennsylvania. Conditions 
are worst in Southern New York and New 
Jersey. 

“A heat record, 91 degrees, was made to- 
Gay for May 20. The highest temperature 
yesterday was 88 -degrees at 3 o’clock. To- 
Gay it started at 72 degrees at 8 o'clock, 
two degrees higher than at the some hour 
on Tuesday, and rose steadily to the max- 
imum, 91 degrees, at 3:20 o’clock, when it 
began to drop gradually. The maximum 
temperature for to-day has only been ap- 
proached by 86 degrees in 1877 and 1898, 
but May 31, 1895, one of 95 degrees was re- 
corded. 

Those who found some consolqtion for 
heat and dust discomforts were vendors of 
¢ool beverages and fruits, haberdashers, 
hatters, and the ice men. Every free-water 
street fountain was blocked by the parched, 
@nd all street corners and barrow vendors 
©f lemonade and fruit did a land-office 
business. Soft drinks were the vogue in 
saloons. Straw head protectors for horses 
Were in general use, and at many of the 
engine houses fagged animals were sprayed.

LIGHTNING STUNS POLICEMAN. 


Captain, Sergeant, and Seven Patrol- 
men Hurt in Williamsburg Station 
—Same Bolt Hits Car. 


While the storm was in progress yester- 
day afternoon lightning struck the flag- 
pole on the roof of the Clymer Street Po- 
lice Station, Williamsburg, causing it to 
fall to the street, narrowly missing a No- 
strand Avenue trolley car. The bolt stunned 
Capt. Bernard Gallagher, Sergt. Montague, 
and Policemen Colbert, Behlen, Regan, 
Graughran, Roberson, Gerken, and John- 
son. 

After destroying the flagpole the light- 
ning went down to the street and struck 
the car, which contained about twenty- 
five passengers.

Yesterday the bolt set fire to the cupola, 
and Engine Company No. 111 was called 
out, but before the arrival of the firemen 
the rain had put out the fire. 

Lightning also struck the flagpole on top 
of the Grand Hotel, at Grand Street and 
Kent Avenue. The pole fell to the street. 


STRIKERS MODIFY DEMANDS. 


Men Put to Work on Elm Street Section 
of Subway Under Police Protection. 


There were more signs yesterday that 
the subway strikers are weakening. The 
largest meeting that they have held since 
the strike began took place in the Ger- 
mania Assembly Rooms on the Bowery. 
There was talk at this meeting about mod- 
ifying their demands, and it was agreed 
that the men should return to work if they 
were granted an eight-hour workday and 
$1.75 a day in wages. 

Port Warden March was assured by rep- 
resentatives of the strikers that there would 
be no acts of violence pending the result 
of a conference with the contractors on the 
proposed modification of the demands. 

Secretary W. C. Douglas Of the Rapid 
Transit Contractors’ Association said last 
evening that he knew of no proposed con- 
ference with the contractors. 

It was admitted that there was little 
headway made in getting men, and it de- 
veloped that the members of the Rockmen 
and Excavators’ Union have always had a 
kind of monopoly of this kind of work. 
Holbrook,*Cabot & Daly, it was said, had 
nearly their full complement of men, but 
other contractors had fewer men than on 
Tuesday. 

Early in the day Policeman Nichols of 
the Mulberry Street Station found a long 
pasteboard box lying near the. subway. 
Several -persons gathered and suggested 
that it contained dynamite. The box was 
opened very carefully and found to con- 
tain a dead cat. 

Paolo Salvatore of 214 East One Hundred 
and Eleventh Street and his son Donald 
were arrested by Detective Dorsett and 
Policeman Wagner of the East One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street Station at Third 
Avenue and One Hundred and Eleventh 
Street. Dorsett said the two struck him 
and that the elder man tried to stab him 
with a knife when a number of Italians 
surrounded him as he was escorting a man 
to his work. Wagner, he said, came up and 
knocked the knife out of Salvatore’s hand. 
Both prisoners were held in the Harlem 
Court later by Magistrate Zeller in $500 
tail each for trial on the charge of assault- 
ing an officer. ‘They admitted that they 
struck the detective. 

New men were put to work under police 
protection on the Elm Street section. There 
were thirty men at work, twenty of whom 
were Poles, the rest being Irish and nhe- 
groes, Fifteen policemen were detailed to 
the section, which is between Spring and 
Prince Streets.

Curtain Fire Ignites Woman's Hair— 
Fire Wagon Smashes Cab—Truck 
and Engine Collide. 


Incidents followed quickly when a cur- 
tain caught fire from a gas jet in Mrs. 
Harriet T. Darling’s vocal studio, on the 
third floor of 329 Fifth Avenue, just across 
the way from the Waldorf-Astoria, at 5:45 
o'clock last evening. While Mrs. Darling 
and about two score of her pupils, mostly 
young women, were fleeing from the build- 
ing or trying to put out the blaze, fash- 
fonable equipages in the street were climb- 
ing the curbstones onto the sidewalk to 
avoid the fire engines, sliding from one 
side of the slippery asphalt to the other in 
vain effort’ to make their usual speed 
through the jam of carriages. 

Miss Mary Gallagher of 306 West One 
Hundred dnd Sixteenth Street was sing- 
ing to her own piano accompaniment and 
Mrs. Darling was turning the music for her, 
when the teacher saw the blaze in a cozy 
corner across the room. She ran across and 
tore down the draperies. The upper part, 


that was burning most fiercely, fell upon 
and enveloped her head. She screamed, 
then quickly disengaged herself, when her 
back hair was seen to be blazing. Her 
pupils Screamed. Some ran to help her, 
others ran for the stairs. Brandon A. 
Kennedy, a young man who lives on_ the 
same floor, ran in, and his hands and Mrs. 
Darling's put out the hair before the flame 
reached the scalp. Charles Heckman, who 
lives on_the first floor, turned in the alarm. 

Miss Gallagher, trying to quell the panic, 
exclaimed, ‘‘Oh, it’s nothing!’’ and kept 
on playing until the piano blistered at her 
side. The few men in the room organized 
a_bucket brigade as the tender of Engine 
6o came down Murray Hill through the 
avenue. At Thirty-fourth Street was a 
hansom going nerth driven by William 
Mooney of 148 West Twentieth Street and 
containing a couple who afterward identi- 
fied themselves as Frank Clarke and wife 
of Staten Island. Driver Patrick Shea of 
the tender and the cabman made frantic 
efforts to swerve their wagons, but they 
slid side-on together. The heavy fire wagon 
shivered the cab to splinters, being hardly 
scratched itself, though one of its horses 
fell into the wreck. 

Engine 1 and Truck 24 a minute later 
crashed together at Thirty-third Street. 
Several firemen were thrown headlong from 
the hook and ladder truck. The horses of 
Engine 65 had at this time almost reached 
the fire. The turmeil upset their nefves 
and they bounded to the hotel sidewalk, 
while the spectators scattered. Firemen 
with extinguishers on their shoulders were 
by this time trooping up to the vocal studio, 
and made short work of the fire, which did 
about $700 damage, destroying six of Mrs.

Patrons Caught in Raid Are 24 
Hours Without Food. 


Inspector Smith Carts Twenty-eight 


Around to Various Police Courts 
Seeking Judicial Action. 


Inspector Elbert O. Smith had an ex- 
ceedingly busy time yesterday trying to 
set rid of fifty-eight prisoners whom he 
captured in a raid on a lower Sixth Ave- 
nue poolroom late Tuesday afternoon. For 
twenty-four hours he had them in his 
charge, and all yesterday he carted them 
round from police court to police court. 
Finally Magistrate Mayo, in Jeffer- 
son Market, just before adjourning for the 
day, out of kindness released twenty-eight 
of the captives who were actually in cus- 
tody and who in many cases had not tasted 
food since their arrest. 

The difficulty arose from a question of 
jurisdiction. The raid was undertaken on 
warrants obtained on May 12 from Justice 
Wyatt of the Court of Special Sessions by 
Deputy Assistant District Attorney Pech- 
ner. They were issued under Section 343 
of the Penal Code, which makes the main- 
tenance of a house or room for gambling 
purposes a misdemeanor, and called for the 
arrest of four members of the celebrated 
Doe family. After having the warrants in 
his possession for a week, Inspector Smith 
finally smashed into the place in spectacu- 
lar style on Tuesday afternoon, and ordered 
every person found on the premises under 
arrest. Sixty-two prisoners were taken in 
all, three of whom were held by Justice 
Wyatt after they had been identified as 
persons called for in the warrants. One 
was released becausé he could not be posi- 
tively identified. Of the fifty-eight re- 


maining prisoners, only thirty were able to 
obtain bail, 


The other twenty-eight were loaded into 
three patrol wagons and taker to the 
Criminal Courts Building yesterday fore- 
noon. Justice Wyatt declined to have any- 
thing to do with the case,on the ground 
that he believed the persons called for in 
his warrants had not, been arrested. In- 
Spector Smith was telephoned for, and 
went to court in a great hurry. The prison- 
ers were then huddled together in the 
Special Sessions prison pen, and those on 
bail crowded the courtroom. Inspector 
Smith in vain sought to prevail upon Jus- 
tice Wyatt to change his mind, and then 
hastened to the Tambs Police Court, where 
he had a talk with Magistrate Deuel. The 
Magistrate told him the case did not prop- 
erly belong in his court, and declared he’ 
would not meddle with it. 

Then the Inspector went to District At- 
torney Jerome, Mr. Jerome assigned Mr. 
Pechner to try to straighten the case out. 
Mr. Pechner, after vain appeals to Magis- 
trate Deuel, went to Justice Wyatt, who 
finally consented to have three of the pris- 
oners whom Inspector Smith's detectives 
identified as persons having been arrested 
on the warrants as connected with the al- 
leged poolroom arraigned before him. The 
three men were Thomas Stewart, Joseph 
Themas, and James A. Smith. They were 
held under $500 bail for examination on 
Saturday. ’cter Bauer was the prisoner 
discharged because of lack of identifica- 
tion, 

Mr. Pechner next telephoned to Magis- 
trate Mayo at Jefferson Market Court and 
asked him to take the cases up. Magis- 
trate Mayo told him to send the batch 
along and he would see what he could-do. 
Inspector Smith ordered.the prisoners again 
loaded into the patrol wagons. It took a 
small squad of policemen to watch them. 
The captives had been under arrest since 
4 o clock the previous day. It was almost 
noon andthe majority of them having 
been without food since thelr arrest, they 
were in an ugiy mood. 

Magistrate Mayo, when he learned the 
men had been arrested on warrants issued 
by Justice Wyatt and that both the Justice 
and Magistrate Deuel had refused to take 
any action, said he was sorry, but he could 
not do anything, much as he would like to 
help the Inspector out of his difficulty. 
Mr. Pecghner suggested that pne of the 
officers could make a complaint of dis- 
orderly conduct against the prisoners, but 
the Magistrate refused to sanction any 
subterfuge. Inspector Smith was more 
worrled than ever, and suggested that the 
men be paroled. The Magistrate said this 
could not be done, because he had no juris- 
diction 

Mr. Pechner then decided to see Justice 
Wyatt again, and he and the Inspector 
started down town. Justice Wyatt proved 
as obdurate as before, and said that the 
Jefferson Market Court was the proper 
place to arraign them, as the offense, it | 
anv, had been committed in that district 

Following the departure of Inspector | 
Smith from Jefferson Market the prisoners 
were kept crowded in the reporters’ room | 
for more than an hour, and then were sent 
to the Charles and Mercer Street Stations. | 
them by that time were faint , 
from lack of food and from standing. All 
of them ¢hreatened to begin damage suits 
against the city for being kept in custody 
without disposition of their cases for more 
than twelve hours and perhaps for false 
arrest. | 

After a conversation over the telephone 
with Justice Wyatt and a long conference 
with ex-Assistant District Attorney Ro- 
salsky, who represented several of the men 
under arrest, Magistrate Mayo, shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, ordered the prisoners to be 
brought before him.

FIRE DESTROYS 250 HOUSES. | 


One-fourth of the Population of St. Hya- 
cinthe, Quebec, Left Homeless. 


ST. HYACINTHE,, Quebec, May 20.—A 
fire which started shortly after noon to-day 
in the shoe factory of Cote Brothers, de- 
stroyed half a dozen flourishing industries 
and 250 houses, leaving nearly a quarter 
ot the city’s population homeless. The loss 
is placed at $400,000. Nobody knows how 
the fire started. When it was first noticed 
it had secured a firm hold upon the Cote 
factory. The wind was blowing half a 
gale at the time, and the buildings in the 
immediate vicinity were of such a char- 
acter as to fall easy prey to the flames. 
The local Fire Department did its best, but 
the water pressure Was poor, and it was 
not long before the fire had gotten cn- 
tire'y beyend its control. Word was wired 
to Montreal for help, and two steamers and 
a stipply of hose,gnade the run of thirty- 
six miles in forty-four minutes.

Resolution Asking It to Consult the 
Other Signataries of the Berlin Act 
Passed in the Commons. 


“LONDON, May 21.—The allegations of 
ill-treatment of the natives made against 
the Congo State officials by the Rev. Will- 
jam Morrison of Lexington, Va., a member 
of the Ameriean Presbyterian Mission, 
Were brought up before Parliament last 
night, and found the Government, although 
unwilling to censure the administration of 
the Gongo State, anxious to co-operate with 
the other powers to abate the scandals. 

Herbert L. Samuel moved a resolution 
that “‘ the Government of the Congo State 
having ‘at its inception guaranteed to the 
powers that the natives should be governed 
humanely and that no trading’ monopoly or 
privilege should be permitted, and both 
hese guarantees having been constantly 
Violated, the House requests the Govern- 
ment to confer with the other signatories 
of the: Berlin General act, in virtue of 
which the Congo State exists, in order that 
measures may be adopted to abate the prev- 
alent evils.” 

Mr. Samuel, in support of the motion, 
quoted the statements made by Mr. Mor- 
rison, and declared that many witnesses 
also testified to the existence of the scan- 
dals. He pointed out that the trading was 
overwhelmingly in favor of Belgium, which 
Was a violation of the Berlin act. The 
Speaker said he was glad that public opin- 
jon had been awakened. It was a matter 
in which apathy could not be tolerated, and 
the Government, on the grounds of com- 
merce and humanity, could not refuse to 
take action. . 

Sir Charles Dilke seconded, and other 
speakers indorsed the resolution, advocat- 
ing prompt and decisive action looking to 
an entire change of the methods of control 
of the Congo State. : 

Lord Cranborne, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, admitted that the Government had a 
locus standi under the Berlin act, but said 
Great Britain could not act alone. It in- 
tended, however, to take the opinion of the 
signatory powers on the subject, and he 
thought that it would be well if the Congo 
State Government did its best to clear up 
suspicion. In view of the differences of 
opinion existing as to the precise effect of 
the monopoly clause of the Berlin act it 
would be reasonable to exchange views 
with the powers. The Government, how- 
ever, was unable to accept Mr. Samuel's 
resolution as it stcod. 

Lord Edmond Fitz Maurice described Lord 
Cranborne’s speech as ‘giving the pris- 
oner the benefit of the doubt.” 

Premier Balfour said the Government was 
in agreement with the practical proposal 
that it should consult the signatory powers, 
but it would not be judicious to place on 
record an explicit condemnation of a 
eee a Severnment. 

x muel thereupon consented to omit 
from his resolution the words ‘and both 
these guarantees having been constantly 
violated,’’ and, thus altered, the resolution 
was adopted without division and amid 
cheers.

PARIS, May 20.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-night adopted, by 313 votes to 237, a 
resolution expressing confidence in the 
Government's policy in regard to the relig- 
jieus avestion, The vote followed a disorder- 
ly debate which lasted until 10:45 P, M. 
Premier Combes replied to the attacks of 
the Government's. opponents amid tumul- 
ous demonstrations of approval from the 
Ministerial supporters and manifestations 
of disapproval and many angry interrup- 
Zions by the Opposition. 
~The public galleries of the Chamber were 
packei with spectators, many Women 
bringing flowers for the orators. Most of 
the debate was taken up by the Opposi- 
tion spekaers, who criticized the Govern- 
Ment’s course and predicted grave results 
therefrom. 

M. Combes, in the course of his speech, 
said tat the Government's religious policy 
Was based on the loyal observance of the 
eoncorcat. The question was whether the 
concordat only created obligations for th 
Sjate. If the concordat assured the liberty 
ot Catholic worship it was on the condi- 
tion that the clergy conformed to the rules 
faid down by the Government. No parish 
church or chapel could exist withe@ut the 
authorization of the Government. The 
Episcopacy had opened chapels without 
the consent of the Government, and had 
even allowed them to be used by members 
of unauthorized congregations. This was 
sufficient, said M. Combes, to' justify his 
recent circular. The Bishops had indulged 
in viclent demonstrations. against the laws 
of the republic.

VIENNA, May 20.—The commemoration 
of the anniversary of the death of Jellacic, 
the ex-Banus of Croatia, was the occasion 
for renewed disturbances at Agram, capital 
of Croatia, to-day. A crowd stoned the 
police and thirty-five arrests were made. 

There are over 2,000 prisoners, according 
to report, in Croatian jails, and more are 
expected.

THE MANILA SEDITION CASE. 


Supreme Court Decides That Messrs. 
Dorr and O’Brien Are Not Guilty. 


MANILA, May 20.—The Supreme Court 
has dccided that Dorr and O’Brien, respect- 
ively the proprietor and editor of Freedom, 
are not guilty of sedition. 


Messrs Dorr and O’Brien, as announced 
from Manila April 10, 1902, were arrested 
on the charge of sedition in publishing an 
article from an American periodical, which 
the editor of Freedom indorsed, adding re- 
marks of his own. The article censured the 
United States Commission’s rule, saying 
that when it started in July, 1901, every 
paper in Manila upheld it, but that since 
then they had all dropped by the/ wayside, 
as they would not support arbitrary gov- 
ernment, ‘‘especially when evidences of 
carpet-bagging and rumors of ‘ graft’ are 
too thick to be pleasant.”’ 

The main charges made were that in 
many cases the Filipino officeholders were 
rascals, ard that the commission had exalt- 
ed to the highest positions Filipinos who 
were notoriously corrupt. 

The conviction of Messrs. Dorr. and 
O’Brien, on the charge of libeling Benito 
Legarda, a native member of the Philip- 
pine Con-mission, was on Tuesday con- 
firmed by the Supreme Court at Manila. 


BIG FIRE IN” MANILA. 


Two Thousand Native Houses Destroyed 
and 8,000 Persons Homeless. 


MANILA, May 20.—Two thousand native 
houses have been destroyed by fire in the 
Tondo district of Manila. About eight 
thousand persons are homeless and are be- 
ing fed and sheltered by the municipality. 

The damage is estimated at 2,000,000 
pesos. 


A\MUNICIPAL EXHIBITION. 


Opened at Dresden—The First of Its 
Kind Ever Held. 


DRESDEN, May 20.—The King of Saxony 
to-day opened the German Municipal Ex- 
hibition, which is the first of its kind ever 
held. Count von Posadowsky-Wehner was 
present as Honorary President of the ex- 
hibition, representing the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, Count von Biilow. Hundreds of 
Mayors and Aldermen from all parts of 
Germany attended the opening ceremony, 
wearing iheir official chains and other in- 
signia of office, and there were also a num- 
ber of delegates representing foreign cities, 
including Paris. 

Exhibits from 128 cities are on show, and 
over 200 manufacturers display articles em- 
ployed in municipal work. The seaport 
towns have sent modeds of docks and harbor 
works, the display made by Hamburg being 
particularly mteresting. Among the other 
exhibits are plans of city halls, drainage 
systems, street car tracks, elevated railway 
systems, parks, sewage farms, municipal 
slaughter houses, and garbage crematories. 
rhe police section includes-an exposition of 
the Bertillon anthropometric system. 

The exhibition generally affords excellent 
facilities for studying German municipal 
urrangements. 


TRANSVAAL PARLIAMENT OPENED. 


The First Under British Rule—Boers 
Conspicuously Absent. 


PRETORIA, May 20.—The first British 
Transvaal Parliament was opened in the 
Raadsaal to-day by Sir Arthur Lawley, the 
Lieutenant Governor of the Transvaal. The 
Chamber was filled, those present includ- 
ing the military officials, the Judges, the 
clergy, and the civil authorities, all in uni- 
form or robes, 

After the members had been sworn in the 
Lieutenant Governor delivered his inaugu- 
ral address. In welcoming the new and 
enlarged Legislative Council he said the 
Government had done its best to obtain a 
representative body without having re- 
course to a popular election, which in these 
times would only create political and ra- 
cial strife. He reviewed the work accom- 
plished, and foreshadowed important meas- 
ures for local self-government and heavy 
expenditure in the extension of railroads 
and other public works, and promised so 
far as possible to meet local sentiment in 
regard to education, saying the Govern- 
ment recognized the rising generation as 
an asset to be developed to the highest de- 
gree. Provision would be made to teach the 
Dutch language, in accordance with both 
the spirit and the letter of the peace terms, 

The Lieutenant Governor also mentioned 
the fact that the increase of leprosy re- 
quired special attention. 

Boers were conspicuously absent from the 
assemblage.

It appears that so far, outside of the 
newspaper and magazine reports of Miss 
Stone's sensational experience in Turkey, 
the State Department has very little official 
information upon which to proceed at this 
stage, and until more is supplied it does not 
feel warranted in pressing the matter.

NEW WOMAN SUFFRAGE PLAN. 


Wisconsin Women, Will Take Legal Ac: 


tion and Will Probably Refuse 
to Pay Taxes.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Mrs. Clara 
Bewick Colby of this city, formerly of Wis- 
consin, is at the head of a novel movement 
looking to the furtherance of woman's 
rights. She is the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Woman's Equality Association, and 
has been for many years prominently asso- 
ciated with Mrs. Stanton and Susan B. An- 
thony in, the woman’s rights movement. 
She also edits Tha Woman's Tribune, the 
organ of the female suffrage party, and 
has been a consistent advocate of radical 
measures to establish the civil and legal 
rights of wcmen., With the co-operation of 
the Rey. Olympia Brown of Wisconsin, Mrs. 
Coiby baz undertaken to organize what is 
called an inter-partisan political movement 
in Wisconsin inj support of woman suf- 
frage. 

The aim is to maintain a strong organiza- 
tion ofwemen who will as a party indorse 
such of the candidates nominated by either 
of the great parties as may declare them- 
selves for woman's suffrage. The league 
which is to be formed will take a census of 
women who pay taxes, and the roll thus 
made up will be published and made the 
basis of a protest to the Legislature against 
taxation without representation, The 
league will ask the women of the State to 
take a pledge to join individually and col- 
lectively in a protest to the Legislature 
against being denied the right to vote in 
cases where they are taxpayers. 

When 16.000 names are secured to the 
pledge it is intended that united legal ac- 
tion sheil be taken by the women taxpay- 
ers of the State, probably beginning by a 
refusal to pay taxes, and the questions in- 
volved will be carried into the courts. This 
course has been approved by a number of 
prominent wcemen lawyers interested in the 
suffrage movement. 7

IMPURE FOOD RESTRICTION. 


Retaliation Feature of New Importation 
Law Will Not Be Emphasized. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The regulations 
and instructions to our Consuls in Europe 
in regard to the inhibition of foods and 
drinks that are adulterated have been com- 
pleted, but will not be made public until 
after the return of Secretary Wilson from 
the West. It is expected that he will ar- 
rive on June 7, and the scheme of inspec- 
tion and the report that has been arranged 
will soon after be published. 

Dr. Wiley, chief chemist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, speaking of the new 
law to-day said: ‘“*I am inclined to think 
too much stress has been laid on the power 
under this new legislation to retaliate. It 
is true that there is such a power con- 
ferred on the Secretary of Agriculture act- 
ing with the Secretary of the Treasury. 
But it is not likely that this will be em- 
phasized very much in the actual execu- 
tion of the 'aw. For instance, the keeping 
out of the small quantity of German sau- 
sage that comes here-—and the value of it 
all is less than $100,000—would hardly avail 
much to force Germany to let our meat 
products through her Custom Houses. 

“The new law Is in effect an offer on our 
part to inspect and guarantee shipments 
of meats and foods abroad in such a way 
that they can be admitted. If our domestic 
packers and exporters will realize the im- 
portance of this aspect of the law and co- 
operate it will give us once more the mar- 
kets of Europe, and there need be no more 
friction over the subject. 

“I think that the Germans will take our 
offer in good faith, as it is intended. It is 
now for our meat producers to acquiesce 
and comply with the conditions that have 
been provided for their benefit. 

“I am much ‘gratified,’ continued Dr. 
Wiley, ‘‘to see from fereign prints and 
from cable dispatches that public senti- 
ment abroad does not resent this proposed 
prohibition of entry for adulterated foreign 
staples. On the contrary, people there seem 
to reason that if such stuff is unfit to be 
consumed in Europe it is equally unfit to 
be sent here, and they approve the position 
which we have taken. I find that public 
sentiment here in the United States is also 
most promising. Our people accept this as 
proper legislaticn intended to protect them 
from the dangers and the frauds of adul- 
terated foods. I expect that unless some 
new complication arises next Winter in 
Congress the Hepburn Pure Food bill 
will become a law. There is really little if 
any objection to it, and it would, in my 
judgment, have passed last Winter had it 
not been for the Statehood deadlock in the 
Senate. There was no opposition to it in 
the House, ani it passed there promptly. 
The friends and the opponents of Statehood 
in the Senate were substantially favorable 
to the Pure Food bill, but*they could never 
get the chance to take it up. It will be 
passed in all probability next session.”’ 


MOB WAS TWO IN NUMBER. 
Negro Carrier Allgood Was Not Intim- 


idated by the People of Tennessee 
—But He Resigns. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—John Allgood, 
the colored rural free delivery carrier who 
was recently threatened by whites at Gal- 
latin, Tenn., has resigned rural mall 
carrier on the ground that continuance in 
the service would endanger his life. No 
action has yet been taken on his resigna- 
tion, or on the question of resuming the 
service. Postmaster General Payne to-day 
received the official report of the investi- 
gation into the case. The report says that 
only two persons were involved in the af- 
fair, and that the sentiment of the com. 
munity does not uphold their act. Inspector 
Conger, who made the Investigation, re- 
ports that he believes the carrier would be 
entirely safe if he resumed the service, 

An irregularity in the appointment of 
Allgood has been discovered, and the matter 
has been referred to the Civil Service Com- 
mission.

A WORD WORRIES DIPLOMATS. 


Representatives of the Powers Object 
to a Foot Note in Venezuelan 
Blue Book. 


WASHINGTON, May .20.—Because Sir 
Michael Herbert and other representatives 
of the powers took exception to certain 
foot notes included in the Blue Book on 
Venezuela, the State Department has as- 
sured them that the book was prepared by 
Mr. Bowen and is not to be considered an 
official publication of the department. 

The note to which the representative of 
the powers took exception appears at the 
foot of one of the exchanges, where Mr. 
Bowen adds a word in explanation to the 
effect that the above note was “ dictated 
late at night to’ the British and Italian 
Ambassadors and the German Minister," 
and by them cabled to their respective Gov- 
ernments. The diplomats concerned ob- 
jected to the word “ dictated,’” because 
they felt the inference might be drawn 
that they were taking instructions from 
Venezuela’s Flenipotentiary. The German 
Ambassador has refrained from the con- 
troversy altogether. 

While the department appreciates that 
Mr. Bowen's sole motive in making the 
interpolation was to make the various steps 
in the negotiations plain, to assuage the 
feelings of the diplomats, they were as- 
sured that the Blue Book was published by 
Mr. Bowen as Venezuela's Plenipotentiary, 
and not in his capacity as United States 
Minister to Venezuela, and therefore that 
the publication cannot be vegarded as a 
State paper of the Government of the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Any doubt that 
may have existed as to the intention of the 
German Government to make Baron Speck 
von Sternburg Ambassador has been dis- 


pélled by advices from Berlin to the effect 
that the Ambassador's credentials as such 
will be issued to him as soon as the three 
months of full pay allowed by German 
custom to retiring Ambassadors have 
elapsed. 


| IRON AND STEEL SITUATION. 


The Iron Age Declares That the Ten- 
dency in Many Branches Is Down- 
ward—Foreign Steel Billets Sold 
Here at Concession. 


According to a reyiew of t iron and 
steel situation to be made to-day by The 
Iron Age) “the tone of the market is 
easier and the tendency in many branches 
is downward, but it is far -from being in 
the panicky condition which interests out- 
side ana remote from the trade represent 
it to be.’’ 

The pig iron situation, according to the 
Same authority, is working into better 
shape, but, says The Iron Age, in steel “it 
is a fact that additional sales of moderate 
size of foreign b#lets are still being made, 
although at slightly lower prices. There 
is some talk, too, of cheap offerings of for- 
eign steel rails.’’ 

In a general way The Iron Age will say: 


As for pig iron, the basis of the entire indus- 
try, the situation is working into better shape; 
we are abandoning an abnormal in order to re- 
turn to a more normal condition of affairs. At 
first the anthracite coai strike and later a more 
potent cause—the freight blockades—caused an 
acute scarcity, which drove values to figures so 
high that even importations were possible on a 
fairly large scale. At the same time costs went 
skyward, chiefly through the extraordinary rise 
in coke. That fuel has dropped back and we 
learn that coke has sold at under $3 per ton at 
oven, as compared with the famine price of $10 
and upward during the Fall and Winter. In fact, 
coke ovens are now being put out, and it is well 
known that a great deal of capacity is still to 
enter the ranks, 

The lowering of foundry and forge irgns is 
therefore a return to normal conditions, the only 
puzzle for the moment being at what price buyers 
and séllers will come together. Our reports 
from the leading distributing centres clearly 
show that the common ground has not been found 
-_ a values are still desCending in order to 
see t. 

Importations seem still to be possible. The 
sale of a lot of 5,000 tons of Middlesbrough at 
a shade under $17 is reported, but it is contended 
that this is a resale while the iron was already 
afloat, 

Many pig iron merchants note that consumers 
are still calling impatiently for pig fron due on 
contracts, so that they appear to be keeping 
themselves bare of stock while waiting for de- 
velopments in prices until contracts for the third 
and fourth quarters can be placed. 

It is understood that negotiations have been 
proceeding between the Unitéd States Steel 
Corporation and the Valley furnacemen for a 
large block of Bessemer pig for the second half 
af the year. These negotiations have not yet 
been concluded, 

Reports from the various finished branches are 
somewhat conflicting. The iron bar trade is In 
a disturbed condition, East and West, and prices 
in some sections are getting down close to steel 
prices. The disturbances in the building trades 
have- affected sheets, wire nails, pipe to a mod- 
erate extent, But on the whole the demand for 
merchant pipe has been extraordinary, without, 
however, benefiting those much who depend upon 
purchased raw or intermediate materials. 

In the heavier materials, structural steel is en- 
joying a very large tonnage, and week after 
week keeps the crowded order books well filled 
up. In the plate trade the capacity has very 
heavily increased during the past year, and it 
takes a tremendous tonnage to keep the plants 
supplied with adequate work. 

The tin plate trade is enjoying a rush of work 
never paralleled in the history of this branetr of 
manufacture in this country. Conferences over 
next year's wages scale have been going on for 
a week in this city, and are still in progress. 
Everything will probably be settled to-day and 
an increase In the maximum limit of product will 
be granted by the men, 


HEAVY GOLD EXPORTS. 


Auguste Victoria to Carry $1,278,000— 
Aggregate Shipments for the Week 
to Reach $4,603,000. 


More gold was ordered for export yester- 
day, and the chances are favorable to fur- 
ther shipments to-morrow and Saturday, 
according to a statement made yesterday 
by a large foreign tanking house, The 
amount which will be taken out to-day by 
the Auguste Victoria is $1,278,000, and it 
was engaged by Lazard Fréres., The bars 
were placed ‘on board the steamer yester- 
day afternoon. The steamer, which sails 
to-morrow, is La Champagne for Havre, 
and it is possible that gold may be engaged 
to-day to be shipped by this steamer. 

In the meantime $500,000 in gold have 
been engaged for export to Argentina by 


Monday's steamer, the _ shippers being 
Miller, Schall & Co., and it is not unlikely 
that $250,000 more may be sent to the same 
country by the same steamer for the 
account of Baring, Magoun & Co. 

Talk is also beginning to be heard about 
gold exports to Berlin and to London. A 
great deal of money is said to have been 
borrowed in Berlin by this country. Part 
of this has been paid off, but the rest will 
soon falj due, and will have to be _ repaid. 
Iexports to London direct are said to be 
near at hand, and may be made at any 
time should the sterling exchange rate 
stiffen a few points. a 

The aggregate shipments this week 
amount to $4,603,000, but in spite of these 
heavy shipments the sterling rate went up 
instead of down, as it usually would under 
similar circumstances, Yesterday it ruled 
exceedingly firm, the bid price being 4.8815, 
the highest point reached on this advance. 
Even at this price hardly any bills were 
offered. No bills were sold against the 
shipments to be made to-day. 


SEEK OFFICERS OF A BARK. 


They Are Suspected of Having Permit- 


ted a Wreck in Order to Make 
Away with Money. 


On suspicion of having attempted to 
smuggle into the United States 148 persons, 
Cape Verde Islanders and negroes, and a 
charge that he misappropriated their pas- 
sage money, Capt. José Juan Fernandez of 
the Portuguese barkentine Vera Crug VII. 
is being sought by Federal authorities. He 
and his first and second mates have dis- 
appeared. 

The barkentine sailed from the West In- 


dies and went ashore in a storm May 8 off: 


Ocracoke Inlet, N. C, On board were 404 
immigrants bound for New Bedford, Mass., 
most of them having shipped to enter the 
fishing industry there. When the passen- 
gers and crew were taken off by life-saving 
crews and thence to Newbern, N. C., it de- 
veloped that the ship’s manifest did not 
show the names of 148 of the passengers. 

When questioned none of the 148 could 
say why their names did not appear. They 
said they had paid from $5 to $10 for pas- 
sage, and ‘“‘ guaranteed” landing. At this 
time the Captain disappeared, and the im- 
migration authorities at Baltimore began to 
suspect that nothing was done to save the 
barkentine from going ashore. 

The revenue cutter Boutelle took the im- 
migrants to New Bedford. 


CONDEMNS RABBIS’ DIVORCES. 


Judge Leventritt Annuls a Marriage and 
Declares That an East Side Prac- 
tice Should Cease. 


Justice Leventritt of the Supreme Court 
yesterday condemned rabbinical divarces, 
or “‘ ghets,’’ which, he, declared, are given 
to mismated couples on the east side with- 
out instructing them that they are utterly 
valueless at law. His remarks were called 
forth by the case of Samuel Grossman,: 
who asked for the annulment of<his mar- 
riage to Rachel Weinstein, whom he mar- 
ried on Jan. 5 of the present year, on the 
ground that the young woman has a hus- 
band living, Jacob Weinstein. 

Weinstein testified to having” married 
Rechel Starr on Oct. 1, 1900. Eighteen 
months later they separated and got a rab- 
binical divorce. ‘They had one child. Mrs. 
Welinstein-Grossman testified to her two 
marriages, and said she believed her rab- 
binical divorce to have been legal. 

* Did the rabbi who divorced you and 
Weinstein teli you the divorce legally was 
vold?’’ asked Justice Leventrittt, 

“He did not,’’ replied Mrs. Grossman. 
‘Fle merely asked us if we could not live 
together, and then heard what our parents 
had to say. After that he gave us a paper, 
which we signed.” 

Justice Leventritt said he would be com- 
peiled to give Grossman the relief he 
asked. He declared that some method must 
be adopted to put an end to these rab- 
binieal divorees. He also told the woman 
to proceed agiinst Weinstein for the sup- 
port of herself and their child. 


Paris Applauds Jane Noria. 
PARIS, May 20.—A large and apprecia- 
tive audience, including many prominent 
members of the American colony, filled the 


Opera House this evening on the occasion 
of the successful début of Jane Noria in 
the role of Juliet in Gounod’s masterpiece.

Says the Fight of the Three Insurgents 
Was Against the System, and 
Will Be Continued. 


State Senator Elsberg took the Repub- 
licans of the Twenty-ninth Assembly Dis- 
trict into his confidence last night at a re- 
ception accorded to him at the District 
Republican Club, at Fifty-ninth Street and 
Madison Avenue. He gave an inside ver- 
sion of the formation of the Brackett- 
Brown-Elsberg combination, and was 
cheered to the echo when he asserted the 
trio would stand together at the next ses- 
sion of the Senate. 

“We did not fight individuals,’’ he said, 
“but we made a righteous fight against a 
vicious system under which a representa- 
tive of the people was expected to sign 
away his right of judgment. @ blame no 
individual, but I blame a system which of 
late years has enabled first four, then three, 


next two men, and sometimes one man, to 
tell a member of the Legislature just what 
he shall and shall not do. 

“It was not always so. In the years 
that have passed members of the Legis- 
lature had some liberty in the exercise of 
their judgment, but recently it has been so 
that any measure favored by one or two 
leaders was supposed to bear the party 
label and be entitled to party support. 
Naturally men of any independence of 
character chafed under such a system; 
they opposed it and resented it. 

“The organization of the combination of 
three was the result of an _ accident. 
Messrs. Brackett, Brown) and myself met 
in this city on the eve of the organization 
of the Legislature and decided to suggest 
a return to the old plan whereby members 
could have a voice, We waited on a leader, 
not Senator Platt or Gov. Odell, and sug- 
gested that we had been crowded too hard, 
and it was time we had a voice in the 
selection of the leader of the majority. For 
how can there be a leader unless he is 
chosen by those he is to lead? Our sugges- 
tion was not received with enthusiasm, 
and while it was promised consideration, it 
did not even receive tfie cold notice of a 
passing glance. We heard no more of it. 

‘“‘T have no personal feeling against Sen- 
ator Raines, but I have doubts of the wis- 
dom of some of his points of view, and I 
certainly have an intense feeling against 
the method of His selection. 

“In voting for Senator we cast our votes 
for the better man. There was no selfish 
motive in our stand, but we felt it was 
time to make a protest against prevailing 
methods and that there should be some de- 
gree of independence and a return to first 
principles. I believe we succeeded in check- 
ing the vicious growth more than it had 
been checked in eight years. 

“And we will stand together next year, 
and don’t make any mistake about it.” 


RETAIN “UNCLE TOM’S CABIN.” 


Harriet Beecher Stowe’s “ Uncle Tom's 
Cabin "’ will be found on the shelves of the 
school libraries in Greater New York next 
year. When it was lefrned that the Com- 
mittee on Lectures and Libraries of the 
Board of Education was discussing the 
feasibility of striking the name of this book 
from the st of sixty which will comprise 
these school ljbraries, such action was 
commented upon adversely and widely. 
When the list was presented to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the board at its meeting 
yesterday for action, the book appeared on 
the list, and *‘ The Life of Paul Jones,’’ one 
of the books on the original list, was 
dropped. 

Commissioner Wingate, Chairman of the 
Committee on Lectures and Libraries, made 
the following statement: 

“The committee was strongly in favor 
of dropping ‘ Uncle Tom's Cabin’ from the 
list at first, but on account of the adverse 
criticism of the press we decided that it 
would be better to retain the work on the 
list, and not invite antagonism... Personally 
I would say that the work does not belong 
in a library of sixty books.. Were the num- 
ber of books 1,000, then I should say that it 
was most desirable." 

Quite a lively discussion ensued between 
Dr. Maxwell and Chairman Wingate of the 
Committee on Lectures and libraries over 
the approving of the list. Dr, Maxwell said 
that it should be sent by the Board of City 
Superintendents to the State Superintendent 
for his approval. Chairman Wingate con- 
tended that it should be passed upon by 
the Executive Committee.

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BIRTHDAY ANNIVERSARY 


‘OF CUBAN REPUBLIC 


Joyful Celebrations Throughout the 
Island. 


Brilliant Fete at Havana—President 


Palma Congratulated by President 
Roosevelt—Mr. Root’s Message. 


HAVANA, May 20.—The celebration of 
Cuba's Independence Day, the first anni- 
versary of the establishment of the repub- 
lic, began at midnight with the illumination 
of the fronts of the principal clubs, the 
sending up of rockets, and the screeching 
of steam whistles, 

To-day flags and bunting are displayed in 
all directions. Business is completely sus- 
pended and the streets are thronged. 

President Palma, accompanied by the 
Cabinet officers and city and provincial of- 
ficials, this morning reviewed the members 
of the Folice and Fire Departments. 

At noon the guns of Cabanas Fortress 
announced that exactly a year had elapsed 
sinee the birth of the Cuban Republic, and 
immediately thereafter the Rural Guards 
and artillery paraded on the plaza in front 
of the palace and were reviewed by the 
President. 

During the review of the troops Minister 
Squiers was the only. forgigner in the Presi- 
dent’s party, which occupied the central 
balcony of the palace. Standing on the 
President's right, between Sefior Palma and 


Secretary Zaldo, dressed in a gray business 
sult, the American Minister was a most 
conspicuous figure, his clothes contrastin 
with black suits of the President an: 
the Cabinet cfficers and with the blue uni- 
forms of the military officers. 

The entire regior of the Punta Malecon, 
the broad lawns of Neptuno Park, and the 
whole water front of the city on the city 
side of the harbor entrance is covered to- 
night with a vast holiday throng. The old 
Spanish castle at the Punta, now the head- 
quarters of the Rural Guard, is gracefully 
outlined with a myriad of colored incandes- 
cent lights, and the illumination of the 
other structures in the vicinity contributes 
to the fairylike aspect. Fireworks_ have 
been sent up from the heights of Morro 
and Cabanas across the harbor, making a 
picturesque spectacle. A lesser centre of 
attraction is the Plaza de Armes, on which 
front the paiace, the Senate, and the Cham- 
ber. The buff and white walls of these and 
the other Government buildings in the vi- 
einity are studded with brilliant colored 
lights and other electrical effects. The 
celebration has passed off without any dis- 
order or drunkenness, and the Spaniards 
appeared to participate in the rejoicing 
with but little less enthusiasm than the 
Cubans. : 

Among the cablegrams of congratulation 
received by President Palma was the fol- 
lowing one from President Roosevelt:

RICH DIVORCE SUIT FAILS 
Jury Finds in Favor of the Wife of 
the Jeweler. 


Mrs. Rich’s Sult for Separation Is Dis- 
missed Also—Mr. Stratton Denies 


All the Charges. 


After listening to testimony for three 
days a verdict in favor of Mrs. Nancy 
Rich was found yesterday by the jury in 
the cross-suit for an absolute divorce 
brought against her by William L. Rich, 
who is connected; with the Fifth Avenue 
jewelry firm of Black, Starr & Frost. Two 
questions "were submitted to the jury for 
determination, under the rulings of Justice 
Scott of the Supreme Court. One was 
whether Mrs. Rich had misconducted her- 
self at Lake Placid with the corespondent, 
Frank L. Stratton, and the other whether 
the two had misconducted themselves at 
the Rich home in this city. To both ques- 
tions the jury returned negative answers. 

By this verdict the troubles between the 
Richs, which have been aired in court, are 
left in the same condition as before the 
actions were brought. Mrs. Rich orig- 
inally sued her husband for a separation. 
In this suit Justice Scott directed the jury 
to find in favor of Mr. Rich, on the ground 
that Mrs. Rich had proved no case. 

James W. Osborne, attorney for Mr. Rich, 
moved to have the verdict set aside, but 
Justice Scott pastponed consideration of 
the motion until this morning. 

At the opening of the day's proceedings 
Justice Séoett ordered the courtroom cleared 
of curiosity seekers. , No one was per- 
mitted to remain other than the parties at 
interest and those connected with the case 
in a professional or business way, 

Henry Hamner, an Adirondacks guide, 
testified to having seen Stratton embrace 
and kiss Mrs. Rich on several occasions 
at Lake Placid last Summer. Other events 
made him believe them a newly married 
couple. On other occasions, he said, they 
were away from the camp alone in the 
woods for periods of from three-quarters 
of an hour to three hours. On none of 
the occasions did he see Miss Edna Rich 
in the party. 

Catherine Rafter, a waitress at the Lake 
Placid hotel where Mrs. and Miss Rich 
and Stratton were stopping, told of oc- 
casions when Stratton and Mrs. Rich were 
dining together at the Summer resort and 
of trips that they took over the mountain 
trails. With the examination of Mattie 
Jackson, who next was called, Mr. Os- 
borne closed the case for Mr. Rich. 

Mr. Hummel, for the defense, place 
Mrs. Rich on the stand, and questioned her 
about Stratton. She had known him for 
four years. He first had come to her 
house in New Rochelle to visit a young 
woman. She declared that she always had 
conducted herself with propriety while in 
his company. Cross-examined by Mr. Os- 
borne rs. Rich said she had gone on 
the stage when thirteen years of age, and 
that her maiden nume wWas Annie Shaw. 
On the stage she was known as Annie 
Summerville. She denied that she had been 
charged with misconduct in her previous 
divorce case, when She was released from 
Edward Chapman, the actor, now playing 
with Ezra Kendall in ‘The Vinegar 
Buyer.’ Chapman was in court yesterday, 
but took no part in the proceedings. 

Frank L. Stratton followed Mrs, Rich 
on the witness stand. He said he was 
twenty-five years old and connected with 
the banking house of Brown Brothers & 
Co. He denied all of the charges_ made. 
Stratton denied that he ever had been 
engaged to Miss Rich, although he was 
much in her company. 

At the close of Stratton's testimony Job 
E. Hedges, counsel for the young man, 
addressed the jury in behalf of his client. 
He said the young man had been attracted 
by Miss Edna and had been dragged into 
the case by Mr. Rich because he had been 
seen walking, riding, and driving with the 
young woman's mother. 

It took the jury a lite more than an hour 
to decide the case, the verdict being re- 
turned at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. Mrs. 
Rich and her daughter made a demonstra- 
tion when the verdict was announce(l, but 
Justice Scott rapped for order and ad- 
journed further proceedings until this morn- 
ing.

ORANGE, N. J., May 20.—Bishop Henry 
Cc. Potter of New York was the principal 
speaker at the dinner of the Civic Club of 
Orange, given in the Essex County Country 
Club to-night. He discussed the industrial 
situation in the country as it is affected by 

trades uniors. 

The Bishop said the conditions which con- 
fronted the people of America to-day were 
largely of their own making. He declared 
that the person who had most to do with 
the situation was the manager or boss of 
a shop or factory, not because he tried to 
understand the interests of the working 
man, but because he merely wanted to get 
out of the working man all he poast- 
bly could for the benefit of his employer. 
The speaker added that the imperious 
manner of the foreman or boss did much 
to foster the ill-feeling. 

“TT believe. the folly of the labor or- 
ganizations in several instances has alien- 
ated a great deal of the sympathy that 
would otherwise have gone to them,” said 
the Bishop, ‘‘ and one thing we must real- 
ize is that the community is riot made up 
of either laborers or capitalists, but rather 
of those between, who are very largely 
affected by these differences. The time 
may come when organized labor may make 
itself so unpleasant that it may not be able 
to stay in New York. The great stumbling 
block in organized labor is that the free- 
dom of the individual is invaded, and that 
has got to be corrected.” 


ST. LOUIS MACHINISTS STRIKE. 


About 2,000 Men Idle, Demanding Ten 
Per Cent. Wage Increase. 


ST. LOUIS, May 20.—All the machinists 
and brass workers in St. Louis belonging 
to the International Association of Machin- 
ists went on strike this afternoon after ne- 
gotiating for six weeks to secure a 10 per 
cent. increase in wages. 

About 2,000 men are out, according to 
estimates, and between fifty and sixty com- 
panies are affected.

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CONSTITUTION IN DOCK 


Yacht Will Be Ready to Race at 
Glen Cove Saturday. 


Two Dented Plates Extent of Damage— 
Herreshoff to Inspect Her — Reli- 


ance and Columbia Race To-day. 


The cup yacht Constitution, which sus- 
tained some damage to her plates While 
being hauled out at Jacob’s yard, City Isl- 
and, on Tuesday afternoon, waa dry docked 
yesterday afternoon at the Morse Iron 
Works, South Brooklym The injuries ap- 
parently are not so serious as at first sup- 
posed, and, although she cannot possibly 
enter to-day’s races against Reliance and 
Columbia, the dented plates can be straight- 
ened out, and the underbody cleaned by 
Friday, so that the yacht will be able ‘to 
race in the second of the Glen Cove series 
on Saturday. 


The largest dent, which {s about a foot 
long, is directly on the line of the stem, 
ae eight inches from the forward end 
of the garboard strake, and about seven 
feet from the end of the fin. There is also 
a slight dent on the next strake above, just 
at the turn of the bilge, and a little for- 
ward of amidships, and at that point one 
or two rivets were started. It is thought 
that all the damage can be repaired by 
pounding out the plates from the inside, 
ut the matter will be left to the judgment 
of Constitution's designer, . Herre- 
grott, who will arrive from Bristol to-day. 

he frames were not damaged, and the 
yacht Was not strained or thrown out of 
alance by the accident, as an injury of 
that nature would have shown itself when 
the blocks were being adjusted. The un- 
derbody, however, is very green and foul, 
and the work of burnishing will be no 
light task. The Morse dry dock is a bal- 
ancing dock, and after ‘the preliminary 
preparations had been made it required 
only half an hour before the yacht was 
out of water at 8 o'clock.

port side. The cradle was lowered imme- 
diately and the yacht soon righted. If the 
accident had happened when she was ten 
feet out of water she might be nothing 
now but a mass of metal.” 

_Much regret was expressed at the New 
York Yacht Club on account of the acci- 
dent, and many sympathized with Mr. Ja- 
cob. The schedule of races as arranged to 
begin toneey, however, will not be affected, 
and both Reliance and Columbia, which 
are in the finest condition, will be ready at 
noon. According to President Morse of the 
Morse Iron Works nothing but unforeseen 
delays can prevent Constitution from enter- 
ing the next race on Saturday. 

To-day’s race at Glen Cove will be Reli- 
ance’s first opportunity to show her qual- 
ity, and yechtsmen everywhere are anx- 
iously awaiting the result. With the light 
winds that probably will prevail on the 
Sound, Corstitution would have been the 
favorite, for at all times she has showed 
her supericrity to Columbia in light air 
going, and at no time has the Reliance dis- 
played an equal ability in that respect. 
Columbia, though, stands as the best all- 
weather beat on this side—that is, with the 
possible exception of Reliance, and to-day's 
race should go far toward settling that 
question. 

The Columbia was caught in the rain 
squall near Execution Rock, but suffered 
no damage from it. When the squall struck 
her, her topsail was taken in and she ran 
back to Glen Cove under lower sails. She 
had been out for a spin earlier, but was be- 
calmed and towed back to the cove. There 
was no brush with the Reliance, ous 
both boats were out at the same time, the 
new boat going off to the eastward and the 
Columbia to the westward.

Gen. Greene Orders Strict Enforce- 
ment of the Excise Law. 


He and Mr. Piper Discovered Violations 
at North Beach and Coney Island 
—Five Cases Dismissed. 


Coney Island, Rockaway, South Beach, 
and all other shore and woodland resorts 
within the limfts of New York City are to 
be “dry” every Sunday during the com- 
ing Summer, according to peremptory or- 
ders issued yesterday by Police Commis- 
sioner Greene. Copies of this order he in- 
closed to Magistrate Frank E. Reilly of 
Coney Island, Magistrate Luke J. Connor- 
ton of Flushing, and Magistrate Edward J, 
Healy of Far Rockaway with a short pre- 
amble. 

Gen. Greene visited North Beach last Sun- 
day and Deputy Commissioner Piper went 
to Coney Island. Each saw what they con- 
sidered to be many violations of the liquor 
tax law. As a result the order was issued 
to all police commanders. It calls attention 
to recent ‘court decisions to the effect that 
the sale of drinks at Raines law hotels is 
illegal, except where meals are ordered in 
good faith and that the mere placing of 
sandwiches on a table does not give the 
right to serve drinks. The order continues: 

These decisions have not been reversed nor even 
appealed from. They must govern the action of 
the police, 

At North Beach on Sunday last a plate contain- 
ing @ smali piece of bread was placed on each 
table whether empty or occupied, and remained 
there while drinks were being served, and there 
was no other pretense of serving a meal. 

At Coney Island the supply of food was ex- 
hausted gt one hotel and none could be furnished 
when demanded, although drinks continued to be 
served without réstriction. These are plain vio- 
lations of the law. : 

You will see that the law, as thus judicially 
interpreted, is enforced within the limits of your 
respective commands, and that in places holding 
hotel licenses liquor is not sold on Sundays ex- 
cept to guests of the hotel as defined in the law, 
who actually order and obtain, in good faith, a 
meal therein, at the hours when meals are reg- 
ularly served therein. 

The message to the Magistrates, which 
accompanied the order, was as follows: 

I inclose herewith a copy of an order, which I 
have to-day issued to the police, calling their 
attention to certain judicial decisions in relation 
to the liquor tax law, with which decisions you 
are, of course, familiar. 

It is my desire to see that the police perform 
their full duty by presenting proper evidence in 
all cases Which they may bring before you, and 
if cases are presented to you by the police with 
insufficient evidence, I should consider it a 
great favor if you would give me the name of the 
patrolman and the facts in the case. 

It will be noted that the Magistrates re- 
ferred to preside over the districts em- 
bracing the most —— of the outlying 
pleasure grounds. zen. Greene declined 
to state whether any one of them is in- 
cluded in the five to whom he referred in 
his recent address before the City Club. He 
declared, however, that he would see that 
his order was carried out to the letter not 
only at the great resorts, but at the more 
retired spots on Staten Island, where small- 
er companies of New Yorkers gather on 
Sunday. 

Magistrate Connorton, in Long Island 
City, yesterday dismissed five excise cases 
in which arrests had been made on Sunday 
at North Beach and in Queens Borough by 
Inspector Kane’s detectives. Sandwiches, 
it was admitted, were lying on the tables 
in each case, although not ordered or paid 
for. Magistrate Connorton held that poe 
must be produced that beer and whisky 
are intoxicating, and overruled a represen- 
tative of the District Attorney's Office, 
who cited the case of Rau vs. People, 63 
N. Y., 279, to show that courts without 
proof may take notice that these liquids 
when swallowed do cause intoxication.

CUBA’S FIRST BIRTHDAY. 

If the big and powerful nations were 
not too proud and too busy to bother 
about the youngest and nearly the 
smallest member of the family, they 
would send sincere and hearty congratu- 
lations to President Pautma upon the 
highly encouraging record and results of 
the first year of the Republic of Cuba, 


It is distinctly a pleasure to note the 
discomfiture of the prophets who fore- 
told grievous political disasters to the 
new nation. In respect to her politics 
and her institutions Cuba has been ex-~ 
traordinarily fortunate. Her Constitu- 
tion has answered its purpose, the ma- 
chinery of her Government works 
smoothly, President Pama and his asso- 
ciates have the confidence of the people, 
and peace reigns. The politics of the isl- 
and are of persons rather than of par- 
ties. There are many leaders who, by 
native ability or the gift of fervid ora- 
tory, have gathered about them groups 
professing to hold certain views of pub- 
lic questions. These partisan chiefs will 
spend the evening in a café loudly de- 
nouncing the administration, and next 
morning call in the most friendly man- 
ner upon a member of the Cabinet, ask- 
ing a place or two for their dependents, 
Happy is the nation where political ran- 
cor is no deeper than that. 

The Government of President PALMA 
has been efficient in respect to the pub- 
lic peace and tranquillity of the island 
and in respect to the-administration of 
justice. The law courts are as dignified 
in their procedures as our own, and the 
trial of cases impresses the spectator 
with a sense of the diligence and compe- 
tence of the bench and bar. The island 
is healthy—the Government fully realizes 
the immense commercial importance of 
avoiding a return to the old Spanish 
conditions, when yellow fever was an an- 
nual scourge and for many months prac- 
tically destroyed commerce with this 
country. For the first time Florida ports 
have this year imposed no quarantine 
upon vessels from Cuban ports. The 
streets of Havana are as clean as those 
of any city in the world. Public im- 
provements are going on. There is a 
small monthly surplus in the Treasury, 
and nobody hears of insurrections, revo- 
lutions, or dictatorships. 

The Cuban people are happy, and if 
they are not altogether prosperous it is 
because the problem that confronts them 
is now no longer political, but economic. 
They need capital, they need markets, 
they need time to free themselves from 
their burden of private debt. It is esti- 
gnated by well-informed residents of the 
jsiand that there are at present mort- 
gages to the amount of about $180,000,- 
000 upon the private property of Cu- 
bans, of which not less than $150,000,000 
represent loans to sugar and tobacco 
planters and manufacturers. When the 
war of the revolution was ended by us, 
and the Spaniard departed, the Cuban 
planter had nothing but his land. He 
borrowed, and, of course, he had fo pay 
high rates of interest. The average rate 
paid for the loans secured by the mort- 
@ages to which we have referred is about 
32 per cent. It is impossible success- 
fully to carry on the agricultural opera- 
tions of a country with 12 per cent. 
money. The Cuban planter may stagger 
forward some years under his burden, 
but ultimately there must be a disas- 
trous time of sweeping foreclosure un- 
less the lenders are in a position to offer 
renewals at much lower rates of inter- 
est. Even some of the American plant- 
ers who ere using 4 per cent. money 
complain that under present commercial 
conditions it is difficylt, if not impossi- 
ble, to manufacture Cuban sugar at a 
profit. 

By continuous industry, thrift, and 
good head work many Cuban planters 
will work out their financial salvation. 
But neither by climate nor by blood are 
they all predisposed to that unremitting 
hard labor and Yankee “ hustle’”’ which 
gione can save perhaps the majority of 
the smaller plantations from the auc- 
tioneer’s hammer. It is the belief of ob- 
gervant men in Cuba that the future of 
the industries of the island depends upon 
the influx of American capita] and the 
coming of American settlers in great 
Americans now own some 
83,000,000 acres of Cuban land, but there 
are only about 18,000 Americans settled 
in Cuba. Undoubtedly the greatest re- 
generating event in the history of the 
mew republic is the construction and 
opening of Sir Wirt1aAmM Van Horne’s 
railroad from Santa Clara to Santiago, 


_ providing a transportation route through 


and the east. Whenever in the world’s 

markets a profitable demand arises for 

Cuban products that railroad ‘will be at 

once the instrumentality for opening up 

great tracts of Cuban soil to cultivation 
and the beneficiary of the new trade 
thereby created. 

The immediate question before the 
Cubans is their thirty-five-million-dol- 
lar loan, of which $4,000,000 will be de- 
voted to agricultural relief and develop- 
ment, and some $28,000,000 to paying off 
the veterans of the war of the revolu- 
tion. The new taxes which this loan will 
make it necessary to impose will make 
the cost of living somewhat greater in 
Cuba, and we fear that some of the 
sources of taxation will be less produc- 
tive than the Government had hoped, 
The disbursement of so considerable an 
amount of money as $20,000,000 among 
a population which according to con- 
servative estimates does not reach a 
million and a half will, of course, supply 
a tremendous stimulus to local and gen- 
eral trade. The operation would be of 
unmixed benefit to the island if by plac- 
ing these bonds, say, in the United 
States, the foreign capital thus obtained 
and passing into the hands of the sol- 
diers of the war of freedom should be in- 

vested in gainful trades or industries. 
Some of it will, very much of it will not. 
Stories are told in Havana of jewelers 
who have already been asked to lay aside 
bracelets, brooches, and rings to be 
claimed and paid for when the old sol- 
diers get their money. 

The great thing for Cuba, however, the 
indispensable thing, is an active inter- 
change of products with the United 
States. If our own dealing with her had 
been half as manly and creditable as 
hers with us, there would be now noth- 
ing to fear on that score. But the in- 
credible meanness of the protected in- 
dustries of the United States has made 
us break our early promise to the little 
republic, and even now we must wait 
upon the uncertainties of a second rati- 
fication of our commercial treaty with 
her by the House of Representatives be- 
fore she will be in a position to enjoy 
even the meagre reduction of duties for 
which that convention provides. 


OFFICIAL RUSSIA AND THE JEWS. 

We ought frankly to acknowledge the 
importance of the step taken by the Rus- 
sian Government in removing Gen. von 
RAABEN as Governor of Bessarabia. The 
report that he was removed at the per- 
sonal insistence of the Czar, and that the 
removal was resisted by the organized 
Russian bureaucracy, can be but a piece 
of gossip, or rather an inference natu- 
rally arising from what we know of the 
temper of the Czar and of the temper of 
the bureaucracy. But the fact ought 
none the less to be put to the credit of 
Russia. There can be no doubt of the 
reality of the punishment. To be trans- 
ferred from the Governorship of a prov- 
ince, with all the epportunities that 
Russian and Chinese Viceroys know so 
well how to employ, to a subordinate 
place in a bureau at St. Petersburg is 
not only a degradation but a heavy fine. 
Considering that the Governor's offense 
was one of omission only, this would, in 
most countries governed without law, 
be accepted as a sufficient and appro- 
priate penalty. 

We have been cautious about com- 
menting upon the infamous dispatch 
purporting to come from the Russian 
Minister of the Interior, and signed by 
his name. It has been &ccepted as gen- 
uine by the British press, and it has now 
been before the public for three days 
without eliciting any denial of its genu- 
ineness. Put into plain language, it tells 
the Governor of Bessarabia that prepara- 
tions are making for a massacre of 
Jews in his province; that such prepara- 
tions were to be expected, and that the 
destined victims deserved to be killed, 
but that it was desirable that. they 
should not be killed unless to prevent 
killing them might give rise to political 
agitation against the Government. Upon 
the whole, the Governor was exhorted to 
prevent the massacre if he could do so 
by moral suasion, but by no means to 
suppress it by force. 

If these “ bloody instructions” were 
genuine, Gen. VON RAABEN may maintain 
with perfect justice that he observed 
them in the spirit and to the letter. He 
may justly complain that he has been ill- 
treated by his superiors for doing pre- 
cisely what he was told to do. Clearly, 
always assuming the authenticity of 
what has not been denied to be authen- 
tic, the Czar’s horror of massacre would 
have had more effect if it had been di- 
rected to the author of the instructions, 
and not to the Governor who merely 
obeyed them. And, still upon the same 
assumption, what are we to say of the 
civilization of a country in Which a Min- 
ister can put his name to such instruc- 
tions?

PGPULAR CONFIDENCE IN SURGERY. 

The action of Mr. B, H. HARRIMAN in 
suspending for a time his large business 
affairs, going to a hotel, and having per- 
formed upon himself an operation which 
only a few years ago was considered crit- 
ical illustrates in an interesting way the 
strength of the confidence which our 
surgeons have established in their skill 
and discretion. It is not long since the 
operation for appendicitis was the last 
desperate chance when all efforts to 
allay local inflammation had failed. The 
popular view of its seriousness caused it 
to be postponed until conditions had de- 
veloped which warranted a grave prog- 
nosis and made recovery extremely 
doubtful. Twenty, or possibly even ten, 
years ago a man in Mr. HARRIMAN’s 
condition would have. waited until an 
operation became a matter of life or 
death, and the chances in favor of death 
would then have been many to one. More 
accurate diagnosis and the confidence of 
habitual success in this operation have 
made the surgeons ready to perform it 
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with as little apprehension of the result { dred tricks and expedients in handling a 


as would attend the lancing of a boil. A 
large proportion of the operations for the 
removal of the vermiform appendix are 
now performed upon persons in good 
general health, who deem it prudent to 
anticipate danger from the lability of 
that organ to become dangerously in- 
flamed. A two-inch incision into the 
peritoneum gives access to the organ 
sought, and its removal is easily and 
quickly effected. The man of average 
courage can approach this operation as 
confidently as Mr. HARRIMAN is reported 
to have done. 

The interest of the incident resides in 
the evidence it gives of the growing 
popular confidence in reparative surgery. 
Asepsis has minimized the danger of the 
knife, and the absence of nervousness 
on the part of patients further simplifies 
the problem for the skillful and consci- 
entious surgeon. 


A MISCHIEVOUS PREFERENCE. 

A bill passed the Legislature at its re- 
cent session and is now in the hands of 
the Governor which, we think, he will 
not find it best to sign, and which would 
do much harm if it became law. It com- 
pels appointing officers throughout the 
State to give preference in appointments 
and promotions to veteran volunteer 
firemen. 

One ground on which the bill should be 
disapproved is that it is unconstitutional, 
according to the decision of the courts in 
the case of Kermer, (89 Hun, 202.) In 
that case it was decided that the prefer- 
ence accorded to the “honorably dis- 
charged soldiers and sailors from the 
army and navy of the United States in 
the late civil war who are residents of 
this State” is an exclusive preference 
and the only one that can be made by 
the Legislature, all other appointments 
and promotions being required by the 
Constitution to be made for merit and 
fitness, tested by examinations, compcti- 
tive where practicable, “In regard to this 
decision the Hon. WILLIAM HILLER CoLL- 
1eR, late Civil Service Commissioner for 
the State, says: ‘‘ The preference given 
in appointment and promotion {s to civil 
war veterans only. It is a constitutional 
preference; it cannot be limited or shared 
in by others; neither does the Constitu- 
tion permit secondary preference to be 
given to others, by statute or otherwise; 
all examinations must be open to all, and 
there is and can be no preference except 
that given to civil war veterans.” 

In view of the terms of the Constitu- 
tion, as thus interpreted, it is hardly 
necessary to argue the propriety of the 
preference proposed for the veteran vol- 
unteer firemen. But it may be noted 
that this class already enjoy exemption 
from jury duty, which is a considerable 
compensation for such service as they 
have rendered. And it is obvious that 
there is nothing in the experience or 
qualifications of this class that fits them 
especially for the public civil service. 
The preference already given to the war 
veterans is often extremely embarrass- 
ing to the-appointing. officers, who are 
compelled to take the men least fitted 
for their work. It would be absurd to 
add to the difficulties of the service by 
unloading on it all the veteran volunteer 
firemen of the State. 


THE MASTER BUILDERS’ UNION. 

The alliance formed between the vari- 
ous associations of employers connected 
with the building trades, which has taken 
the shape of a representative Executive 
Committee with what is described as 
practically unlimited power, shows that 
the movement to put an end to the con- 
stant, vexatious, and often ruinous in- 
terference of the unions between em- 
ployers and workmen is undertaken seri- 
ously and with the deliberate purpose of 
present sacrifice to insure the vitimate 
welfare of the building trades. The 
methods chosen are properly open to 
criticism. The member of the committee 
deputed to give out such Information as 
is deemed proper respecting the plans 
of the new association said to a reporter 
of THE TIMES: 

We shall not make public the details of 
our pian. I am permitted to say that the 
Emergency Committee, which is designed 
to attend to the present strike alone, has 
unlimited powers. Its action will bind us 
entirely. An Executive Committee, to at- 
tend to the management of the association 
permanently, was also named, and on it 
are representatives from every one of the 
allied organizations, The public will have 
to draw its own conclusions in future as to 
what are the details cf our plan. We have 
voted to keep it secret. 

This is a dangerous conclusion, and one 
which will tend powerfully to defeat the 
purpose which it is understood the asso- 
ciation has in view. As a statement of 
its general policy the following has been 
given out: 

To fight to an end certain features of 
unlonism among laborers, but not union- 
ism as such; to demand that the unions 
slough off unskilled labor, abolish the 
walking delegate and the shop steward, and 
abandon many regulations that the em- 
ployers consider trivial and unfair. 

Part of this plan ts obviously wise and 
part of it is with equal obviousness fool- 
ish. “ Slough off” is not a nice term to 
apply to the severance of the existing 
relations between unskilled labor and the 
unions. If it is employed to convey the 
idea that the right to organize and to af- 
filiate with other organizations is to be 
denied to labor classed as unskilled it 
requires no prophetic foresight to predict 
with confidence that both skilled and un- 
skilled will refuse to accede to this de- 
mand, whatever the employers may do 
to enforce it. Skilled and unskilled are 
relative terms. Many of the men classed 
as unskilled are highly proficient in the 
work they have to do. Handling lumber, 
for example, is work which is commonly 
supposed to devolve upon unskilled la- 
bor. The men who do it could not earn 
wages as carpenters or joiners; but set a 
carpenter or a joiner to loading or un- 
loading lumber and he would be found a 
hopeless incompetent, There are a hun- 


board or a plank which make it a trade 
like any other trade. The same is true of 
handling barrels. A man who under- 
stands it will “snake” a load of cement 
or lime barrels on to or off of a wagon 
without lifting a single package. He 
knows how to employ the principle of the 
lever to save the muscles of his back, to 
slide or roll a weight up or down an ex- 
temporized plane without apparent ef- 
fort; whereas an unskilled man at this 
work would not accomplish half as much 
with the expenditure of ten times the 
amount of energy. It is not, of course, 
the highest kind of skill, but it ts skill 
gained from observation and experience, 
and a man is useful in the building ma- 
terial trades in proportion as he has it 
or lacks it. Organized labor has no right 
to “slough off” those who have this 
skill, and it is quite certain it will not 
do so. 

As to the secrecy which {s to surround 
the plans and purposes of the Executive 
Committee of the Building Trades’ Asso- 
ciation, the only comment it invites is 
that it is a mistake. It may be assumed 
that the movement is directed not 
against the principle of the trade union, 
but against the excesses and abuses of 
the system; that it is not to break up 
labor unions, but to reform them. If so, 
the fight can best be conducted in the 
open. It cannot be successful without 
the support of public opinion, and this 
cannot be had for any secret conspiracy, 
whatever its ostensible objects and pur- 
poses. Labor may very well distrust any 
plan of trade union reform which {ts for- 
mulated behind closed doors. If the 
Building Trades’ Association desires to 
accomplish something of permanent 
value to its members, their workmen, 
and the business interests of the City of 
New York, their best ally is the public. 
This alliance can be secured only by the 
fullest and frankest publicity. The 
abuses of the trades unions will not be 
corrected by attacking them in secret 
meetings. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~——What American Medicine calls “ the 
ailing point of our ethical disease '’’—there- 
by both usiog a curiously confused figure 
and making an unexpected confession—was 
struck, it says, in that passage of the 
“statement of principles’ adopted by the 
American Medical Association at New Or- 
jeans which declares eligible to member- 
thip in local medical societies “‘ any physi- 
clan recognized as such by law and pos- 
sessing a good personal and professional 
character, whatever may be his individual 
views on any question connected with the 
science of medicine.” To the layman this 
seems to mean little, if anything, more 
than that the regular practitioners will 
admit to fellowship with themselves any- 
body whom the law allows to call himself 
a doctor—provided that they also think he 
deserves the title. That is about what the 
situation has been fn the past, and to an 
outsider it looks as if “the ailing point in 
our ethical disease’ would continue to all. 
American Medicine, however, has a differ- 
ent opinion. It treats the phrase “any 
physician recognized as such by law” as 
if it were the whole of the definition, and 
rays: “To that position the matter must 
finally be brought. The sooner the better. 
‘There is absolutely no other capable of 
being put in words which will bear the at- 
tack of juat criticism. All ‘regular’ physi- 
cians differ from each cther as to a multi- 
tude of details regarding the sclence and 
art of medicine, and there is no logical 
ground for not applying for membership 
by sectarians because one may privately 
believe in certain special doctrines of 
‘allopathy,’ homeopathy, eclecticism, or of 
any other method of cure."’ But in some 
States the title of doctor is given to some 
very queer people—people whom reputable 
medical societies should certainly exclude 
from membership in the future as in the 
past. 


——There has been, we think, not a little 
public wonder as to the grounds on which 
the counsel of Mr. CotGate Hoyt advised 
him that he was under no obligation to pay 
to the young woman who found and re- 
turned his wife's pearl necklace the reward 
which he had offered for the recovery of 
that very valuable ornament. On its face 
the case looks like a clear and simple one, 
but the law considers certain points that 
escape general attention, and these are 
points not brought out by the published 
accounts of the episode. To secure an 
offered reward it is not enough to have 
found and returned the object for which 
the reward was offered, and light on the 
additional requirements is supplied by the 
head note of HowLANp vs. LOUNDES, 31 
N Y., (Court of Appeals,) Reports, Page 
604, which reads: “To entitle a person to 
a reward offered for the recovery * * * 
of property lost, he [the finder] must show 
a rendition of the service required, after a 
knowledge of, and with a view of obtain- 
ing, the offered reward.” In other words, 
the finder, to establish a legal claim upon 
the reward, must prove that he knew of 
the offer, and that he performed the re- 
quired service of returning the lost prop- 
erty with the object of getting the reward 
definitely in mind if the return is made 
without knowledge of the offer, and on the 
seneral principle, as it were, of not keeping 
the property of another, the loser is under 
ro legal obligation to pay the reward ho 
has offered. As for the moral obligation, 
that is a matter of personal opinion, about 
which it is not much use to argue. Some 
people would pay and some wouldn't, and 
in elther case other folks could think of 
them what they chose, incurring no penal- 
ties if they carefully kept their thoughts 
to themselves. 


——-Mr. W. K. VANDERBILT, Jr., is quoted 
in a Paris dispatch as saying, when ques- 
tioned as to the condition of automobiling 
in America, that it had been practically 
killed here by adverse legislation, speed 
limits, and bad roads. Anybody who no- 
tices the constant and rapid increase in the 
number of automobiles on our highways, 
at least in this part of the country, must 
reach the conclusion that there fs a larger 
difference between “dead” and “ practi- 
cally killed” than is indicated by the words 
themselves, Perhaps Mr. VANDERBILT con- 
fused automobiling with automobile racing 
and scorching on public roads—a mistake 
of considerable size, the making of which 
has been avoided by a good many hundreds 
or thousands of Americans. As for the 
badness of our roads, that has certainly in- 
terfered with the progress of automobiling, 
as of automobiles, but the evil is one which 
is Jessening, not increasing, with every day 
that passes, and even at present it is not 
enough to do any killing, practical or other, 
of the new method of locomotion. And the 
automobilists have only themselves, or only 
a fraction of themselves, to thank for ad- 
verse legislation and speed limits. For a 
Icng time they were allowed to do about 
what they chose, and what they chose to 
do was not calculated to disarm the an- 
tagonism which interference with long-es- 
tablished customs inevitably arouses. They. 


Upon dead oh 


assumed privileges that violated the rights 
of others, were discourteous as well as 
dangerous, and they resented admonition 
and ignored warning. That the law now 
treats ‘them harshly in some respects is 
probably true, and the regulations which 
they are required to observe are highly an- 
noying in their complexity, but this is ex- 
actly what they might have expected, since 
it is exactly what they invited andin a way 
compelled. Automobiling in America, how- 
ever, is not dead or likely to die. Its 
abuses are in course of somewhat drastic 
reform, but realization of its benefits and 
pleasures is spreading day by day. Mr. 
VANDERBILT is too soon discouraged. 


——Dr. LEpDERLE has been none too 
prompt in getting after the burners of soft 
coal, or, rather, after those who burn soft 
coal without taking the proper precautions 
to prevent the creation of a ‘‘ smoke nui- 
sance."’ The temporary relaxation of the old 
ordinance, necessitated by the coal strike, 
had its natural effect, and, now that the or- 
dinance is again in force, some are violating 
it who formerly would not have thought 
of doing so. There is no real objection to 
the burning of soft coal, here or elsewhere; 
indeed, there are distinct advantages in 
the general use of at least two kinds of 
fuel, each for the purposes for which it is 
best fitted. We all saw last Winter the 
disastrous consequences of entire depend- 
ence upon anthracite. A smoke nuisance, 
however, we need not and will not endure, 
and Dr. LEDERLE can be trusted to make 
the burners of soft coal resort to complete 
combustion. This will be no hardship to 
them, but a blessing, for it will save them 
mecney in the end. 


CAUSES OF JEWISH MASSACRE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An outbreak of smallpox or of the plague 
carrying off a few hundred victims always 
spreads more terror and excites more at- 
tention than the endemic diseases like tu- 
berculosis and pneumonia, which, year after 
year, carry off their thousands and tens of 
thousands. The brutal measures at Kish- 
ineff fill us with horror, sicken our hearts, 
and tear our brains; but the policy system- 
atically pursued by the Russian Govern- 
ment of humiliating, impoverishing, stran- 
gling, and trampling upon the Jews and 
other nationalities, like the Finlanders, 
hardly excites any attention. Nevertheless, 
that policy is not a whit less brutal than 
the massacres, and the suffering caused by 
it in the aggregate is considerably greater 
than the suffering and the misfortunes 
caused by the acute popular outbreaks. 

A few days ago the papers brought us 
the reports of the expulsion of 37,000 Jew- 
ish families from Kieff. Just think of the 
horror of the condition! Thousands of 
people attached by family and business ties 
to their native land, having their children 
in the schools and universities, are com- 
pelled to sell their business and their 
houses for a few pennies and to become 


homeless wanderers in this world. Many 


people past middie age are reduced to ab- 
ject poverty and compelled to start life all 
over again or to remain beggars. And so 
the Jewish nation has been crushed in Rus- 
sia for many years and not a word of pro- 
test. And now the same thing is beginning 
to be done with the Finnish people. I hap- 
_— to have a large number of Finnish pa- 
ients and I know the people well. I know 
of nop soberer, more peaceful, more indus- 
trious, and more home-loving eople. 
Every one is able to read and write. In 
general intelligence they are about a hun- 
red times superior to the Russian mou- 
jik, and that is just where the trouble 
comes in. It is a tharn in the side of the 
brutal Russians to see any nationality with- 
in his domains that is more intelligent, 
more sober, and more industrious than 
himself. And so the peace-loving, (7%) imbe- 
cile Czar, who is a toy in the hands of the 
modern Torquemada, Pobiledonostzeff, has 
broken his oath and the oath of his fore- 
fathers and has entered upon a relentless 
war of crushing and extermination which 
has hardly a parallel in modern history. 
The Finnish hearts are bleeding—but what 
can a weak people do in a combat with a 
powerful giant, to whom the feelings of 
mercy, civilization, and humanity are ut- 
terly ree 

There is in certain quarters a tendency to 
put the cause for the Russian massacres on 
the Russian mob only. While the cruelties, 
the outrages, and the mutilations are due 
to the savage. Russian traits, it should be 
clearly borne in mind that the massacres 
were instigated by the Russian Government. 
To the careful student and investigator of 
Russian affairs the situation is perfectly 
clear. The Russian people, oppressed and 
robbed by excessive taxes, have of late 
shown a revolutionary spirit. To deflect 
that spirit from the proper channel the 
Government has of late been subsidizing 
some newspapers of the vilest character, 
and the object of those newspapers is to 
drum into the people that their poverty is 
due exclusively to the activity of the Jews; 
that if it were not the Jews, they would live 
in abundance and luxury. The Government 
is also sending around agents to counteract 
the teachings of the revolutionary party, 
and those agents find it the easiest matter 
to make the Jew the scapegoat for all the 
ills afflicting the Russian people. 

And the Russian profligate nobility, who 
may be in debt to some Jews, look with 
pleasure upon such massacres, whjch thus at 
once relieve them from their financial obliga- 
tions. And so we see a dreibund, a triple 
alliance of the Government, the profligate 
nobility, and the drunken mob, against the 
inoffensive, peaceful, and intellectual Jew. 
No wonder the latter ig crushed without 
mercy. 

Shall our country protest? It has been 
stated semi-officially that we have no bet- 
ter right to protest against the Russian 
outrages than the Russian Government 
would have against our Southern lynchings. 
The comparison is as silly as it is dis- 
ingenuous. Our white people do not all of 
a sudden attack a whole village or street 
in which negroes live and mutilate and 
kill. In every case of lynching there is 
a real or alleged crime committed, a crime 
of a most heinous nature, and the lynch- 
ing is directed only toward the alleged cul- 
prit. Race prejudice has nothing to do 
with the matter, and the same punishment 
would be meted out to a white gramp. So 
what parallel is there between the two 
cases? And especially when in our coun- 
try we know that the Government is 
strongly opposed to the lynchings, while 
in Russia the Government instigates the 
murders? 

No, etiquette or no etiquette, this coun- 
try should protest in no uncertain terms, 
and we shall have no right to consider 
ourselves the most civilized and humane 
of all nations until we find a “right” to 
protest loudly against brutalities, in com- 
parison with which the darkest deeds of 
the inquisition or of Middle Age feudalism 
sink into insignificance. ‘‘ Where there is 
a will, there is a way.” Let our astute 
Mr. Hay want to find a cause for protest- 
ing, and he will find it.

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY, 


Delegates from Every State in the Union 
Gathering at Los Angeles, Cal. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 20.—With the 
arrival to-day of more than a hundred car- 
loads of Commissioners, their wives, and @ 
large number of laymen on several trains 
over both overland roads and on regular 
trains from all parts of California, the one 
hundred and fifteenth General Presbyterian 
Assembly was fairly inaugurated. At 6:45 
this morning two special trains bringing 
Assembly Commissioners arrived from Bos- 
ton. During the day they were followed by 
large delegations from Philadelphia, New 
York, Pittsburg, and Chicago. All trains 
were met by members of the reception and 
entertainment committees, which . have 
worked early and late during the past few 
days to provide places for the throng that 
will be in attendance. 

Although the work of the main body does 
not begin until to-morrow, there was @ 
large attendance on the sessions of the 
Board of Foreign Missions, presided over 
by the Rev. Dr. Thomas Marshall of Chi- 
cago, Field Secretary of the board. 

he Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, Moder- 
ator of the Assembly, did not arrive and 
was unable to appear at the missionary 
conference. He is expected to arrive late 
to-night. Many of the special trains expect- 
ed to-day were late, and all arrivals are 
expected to be delayed several hours. 

A successor to Dr. Van Dyke, as Modera- 
tor, will be chosen to-morrow afternoon. 
There having been but one Western 
Moderator of the thirteen elected by the as- 
sembly a strong sentiment has developed 
for the election of a Western man. 

Among the candidates mentioned are Dr. 
Robert Coyle of Denver, Dr. W. H. Roberts 
of Philadelphia, Stated Clerk of the as- 
sembly; the Rev. C. W, Matter of China, 
and Dr. Schley Schaff of Cincinnatl. 


UNION TO BE DISCUSSED. 


Cumberland Presbyterian Assembly to 
Consider Joining with Northern 
Branch. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 20.—The Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church, which will meet to-morrow 
in annual session, will be attended by dele- 
gates from thirty States, numbering about 
300. These represent the 118 Presbyteries 
of the denomination. The General Assem- 
bly will be in session elght days. 

The Rev. Dr. S. M. Templeton of Clarks- 
ville, Texas, will preach the opening ser- 
mon. Among those mentioned in connec- 
tion with the position of Moderator are 
the Rev: Dr. R. M. Tinnon of Denver, 
Judge W. E. S¢ttle of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals, the Rev. Dr. J. L. Cooper of 
Mississippi, and the Rev. A. G. Bergen of 
Chicago. 

Among the subjects which are likely to 
create more or less interest during the 
Assembly's session will be a proposition 
for the appointment of a committee on 
union with the Northern Presbyterian 
Church. A number of resbyteries and 
Synods have sent memorials on both sides. 

any favor the immediate eppointment of 
a committee to confer with the Northern 
Presbyterians and others oppose it, but 
there appears to be a growing disposition 
to reach a middie ground and avoid a 
prolonged discussion at this session. 

The reason for the raising of the ques- 
tion at this time is that what _is known 
as the Northern Presbyterian Church, or 
the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, is in the act in its simul- 
taneous meeting in Los Angeles of so re- 
vising its Confession of Faith as to make 
it, in the opinion of many Cumberland 
Presbyterians, practioaiy conform to the 
doctrines of the smaller denomination. 
Many are anxious, however, that the union 
may embrace also ultimately the Southern 
Presbyterian Church, with other bodies 
of the same ecclesiastical family. 


GUARD AUTHORS’ INTERESTS. 


Free Legal Advice in England and This 
Country Proposed by Amer- 
ican Society. 


At a meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Society of Authors, held 
yesterday in the office of the President, 
ex-Surrogate Rastus S. Ransom, Poultney 
Bigelow offered a resolution, which wag 
unanimously adopted, pledging the legal as- 
sistance of the society to all the members 
of the London Society of Authors in re- 
turn for reciprocal treatment. Under the 
proposed arrangement the American author 
can submit his contract to the society’s 
lawyer gratis, the privilege of legal advice 
being a right following payment of his 
membership fee. He may also ask advice 
“ English counsel in reference to matters 
there, 

Mr. Bigelow, who will sail to-day on the 
Friedrich der Grosse, said last night: 

“The whole success of the English so- 
ciety, in my opinion, is based, aside from 
the wonderful character and energy of the 
late Walter Besant, upon the feature that 
the English society gives its members the 
benefit of first-class legal advice. So far 
we have had nothing of the kind. The 
principal difficulty here is that, through 
the high cost of living, most of our authors 
in and about New York are compelled to 
be, directly or indirectly, the satellites of 
the great publishing houses. Our great in- 
dependent writers for the most part live 
far away, or in Europe. We have about 
ten thousand men who can be classed as 
authors in the sense that they are directly 
interested in the relation of author and 
ublisher. These ten thousand care very 
ittle for a society that limits itself to giv- 
ing dinners to distinguished men of letters, 
but they are keenly alive to one which 
will obtain for them the right to send 
manuscript as second class matter, and 
which will give them practical aid when 
they are unjustly treated by a publisher.” 


POSSIBILITIES OF RADIUM. 


W. J. Hammer Lectures Before Elec- 
tricians on the Metal Worth 
$2,721,555.90 a Pound. 


The great possibilities of radium were 
commented upon at length by W. J. Ham- 
mer in a lecture delivered last evening be- 
fore the New York Electrical Society at 19 
West Forty-fourth Street. Mr. Hammer's 
talk was illustrated with numerous lantern 
pictures, and the use to which radium can 
be put, both tn scientific, practical, and 
medical ways, was shown. By a series of 
pictures it was demonstrated that the rays 
of radium have been utilized most success- 
fully in treating tuberculosis, while other 
pictures showed how much greater was 
the penetrating power of its rays than the 
famous X-rays of Roentgen. 

Mr. Hammer explained at length the 
great difficulty encountered in obtaining 
the precious metal, treatment of 5,000 tons 
of mineral formation being necessary ta 
produce a little in excess of two pounds, 
and when the product is at last forthcom- 
ing It is worth about $2,721,555.90 a pound. 
There is in the whole world to-day about 
two and a half pounds, which is on the 
market. 

Mr. Hammer also talked at length on 
phosphorescent substances, that part of 
the lecture being illustrated by numerous 
experiments. He closed his address with 
a few remarks on silesium, and showed how 
that substance could weep a buoy lighted 
three months without replehishing the gas, 
the rays of the sun putting out the light 
in the morning, which reappears as soon 
as the sun goes down. He said uy 
that it would be possible to so fix the fir- 
ing apparatus oi great coast-defense guns 
so that whenever a hostile warship turned 
a searchlight on the weapons the effect of 
the stream of light on the silesium would 
be to discharge the gun.

YOUNG WOMEN ARTISANS. 


Art School of Young Women’s Christiaw 
Association—Annual Exhibit 
of Work, 


The classes in art established in 1872 by 
the Young Women’s Christian Association 
held their annual exhibition last night in 
the new rooms assigned them in the asso- 
ciation’s building, 5 East Fifteenth Street. 
‘The classes are open to girls and young 
women from Oct. 1 to June 1 at nominal 
fees for tuition. They are held in the morn- 
ing and at night, in order to accommodate 
pupils who have to support themselves by, 
some occupation during part of the- day, 
The teachers are Miss Antoinette Sophia 
Walker and Miss Helen M. Turner, who 
give instruction alternately to the night 
and other classes. 

The art school undertakes a three years® 
course in elementary. work—drawing, water 
colors, carving, modeling—the object being 
to prepare the scholars to earn their liv- 
ing in some branch of the applied arts. 
Pupils are encouraged to attempt a va- 
Flety of work on the theory that one kind 
or art helps to define the scholar’s ideas 
as to others; the end sought is not so much 
to give the pupil a belief that she has 
mastered any one thing as to make her 
feel some confidence in her ability to pur- 
sue an avocation into which art enters, and 
allow her to discover what line it is she is 
likely to follow with advantage. It is ele- 
mentary and tentative work that the pupils 
need, sufficient knowledge of design to 
make them more efficient in such lines as 
composing costumes, adapting decorativé 
schemes for wall papers, carpets, linen, 
and silk, objects in burnt wood and carved 
furniture, plaques, pottery, and porce- 
lains, book covers and small objects for 
the study table and the sitting room, pict- 
ure frames, and bookracks. The attempt 
is made to take the youngest and rawest 
materials in the shape of working girls 
and carry them further on the road of 
self-support. 

The scholarship for the coming year in 
the freshman class has been won by Miss 
Augusta Shedden with a varied assortment 
of work ranging from designs taken from 
standard models and the figurines of @ 
beginner with clay to a well-carved chair- 
back with decoration of intertwined dol« 
phins in low relief. Honorable mentions 
are granted to Miss Daggett and Miss 
Jones, the latter of whom contributes a set 
of original designs for plates with figures 
of animals drawn from Kipling’s tales in 
the Jungle Books. 

Some of the pottery made by this class 
is excellent in form and color, though it 
is lightly baked and the colors rubbed in 
later by hand, thus producing models for 
pottery instead of the finished article ready, 
for use. They are not for sale, only exere 
cises for young brains and hands. 

More advanced is the exhibit of Miss 
Annie Groesser, a second-year pupil, who 
also wins a scholarship for the ensuing 
year. She has drawings in pencil and 
watercolors of flowers that show a sense 
for quality in color, large oval frames 
carved in low relief, and boxes carved and 
stained. In the second year’s class Mis 
Lottie EHis has some modeled jars for 
tobacco or trinkets with a frieze of rabbits 
in various positions, profile or foreshort- 
ened. Miss Newell and Miss Miner alsq 
show clever work. 

A good broad bowl by Miss Lily Gracd 
Adams is among the first-year’s exhibit; 1§ 
has large, fine incised decorations, and @ 
good color. One of the best pieces of carv4 
ing is a free-handed treatment of a kitchen 
bench-table, the upright sides and thé un 
der part of the table, (which forms the back 
of the bench when not in use,) being carved 
with Norse designs in a way that does not 
lack originality. The wood has been stained 
to add to its character-of old village work. 

One of the most popular classes is the 
evening costume class, either because: wo- 
men have a natural bent that way, of bes 
cause there are more openings for students 
among the costumers and dressmakers, 
There is a large exhibit of pencil and water~ 
eolor sketches in this branch, which in- 
dicate pretty clearly that a goodly number 
of girls who are at work during the day, 
have found it wise to train themselves @ 
little in drawing from the figure in ordeg 
to advance in their business. 

Though these classes cannot compare in 
numbers to those at the Cooper Union it 
may be noted that the Cooper Union art 
work started in this same way many years 
ago, having reached their present size from 
small beginnings. The watchword of the 
present art management here is “ guids 
ance” rather than “instruction,” thd 
pupils being encouraged to strike out fom 
themselves as much as possible, in order te 
increase their self-reliance. If they feel 
prompted to depart from the good models 
set before them they are at liberty to da 
so and any trace of originality is put ta 
their credit.‘ In fine, everything is done tq 
make them understand that as young woe 
men engaged in the work of self-supporg 
they must continue to rely on their own 
wits with such additional training in th¢@ 
elements as an art school can supply. 


PRESIDENT QUITS CALIFORNIA,

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AUTOMOBILE TRUCK TEST 


Business Vehicles Compete in Run 


Over City Streets. 


Two of the Eleven Wagons Completed 
the Run Held Under Auspices 
of Automobile Club. 


Eleven business automobiles of various 
makes and types, ranging from light deliv- 
ery wagons to five-ton. trucks, started jin 
the first day’s run of the commercial mo- 
tor vehicle test promoted by the Automobile 
Club of America yesterday, and all but two 
completed the long run with success. One 
delivery wagon and one truck became dis- 
abled and withdrew, 

Yesterday's test consisted of a non-stop 
run from the clubhouse to King’s Bridge 
and return, a distance of twenty miles, and 
thence to the Battery and return, a dis- 
tance of ten miles, making a total of thirty 
miles. The heavier trucks went over this 
route once, but the delivery wagons and 
lighter trucks made the trip to the Bat- 
tery and return twice, making a total dis- 
tance: of forty miles. The route in detail 
was as follows: From the clubhouse at 
Fifth Avenue and Fifty-eighth Street, west 
through Fifty-ninth Street to Central Park 
West, north of One Hundred and Tenth 
Street, west to Amsterdam Avenue, north 
to King’s Bridge Road, to Broadway, to 
Two Hundred and Thirtieth Street, east 
to Bailey Avenue, south to Sedgwick Ave- 
nue, to Fordham Road, east to Jerome Ave- 
nue, south to Seventh Avenue, to One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth Street, east to Fifth 
Avenue, south to Eighty-sixth Street, east 
to Park Avenue, south to Seventy-ninth 
Street, west to Fifth Avenue, south to 
Fifty-eighth Street. 

For the second and third stages the route 
was south on Fifth Avenue and Broadway 
to Canal Street, west to Laight Street, to 
West Street, south to Battery Place, east 


to Broadway. north to Fifth Avenue, to 
Fifty-eighth Street. 


SOME DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED. 


The chief difficulties of-the route for the 
first stage were a descending grade of 6 
per cent. and an ascending grade of 7 per 
cent. on Amsterdam Avenue, where the val- 
ley at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street 
is crossed, and thé sandy and rough condl- 
tion of the roadway on upper Broadway 
above Dyckman Streét and through King's 
Bridge. The difficulties of the lower route 
were due almost. entirely to the large 


amount of other traffic on the down-town | 


streets which were traversed during the 
busy afternoon hours. 

The first vehicle to start was the big Eng- 
lish-built Coulthard steam truck, carrying 
a load of five tons, which got away prompt- 
ly at ¥ o'clock. This was followed three 
minutes later by a Knox gasoline delivery 
wagon, and the others followed at intervals 
of about three minutes up to 9:46, when the 
eleventh one to appear was sent away. 
There were thirteen entries in all, but two 
failed to appear at the starting point. 

The competing@vehicles were required to 
make the trip with as few stops as possibte, 
and each was accompanied by an official 
observer, whose duty it was to note every 
stop made for any purpose, whether caused 
by the interference of other traffic or other- 
wise. An intermission of forty-five minutes 
for luncheon was required at the end of the 
first stage of twenty miles. At the end of 
the second stage a stop of ten minutes was 
allowed. The amount of fuel taken on, the 
consumption, &vc., and all incidents of ev- 
ery sort were also noted. 

Although the contest was in no sense a 
race, the local speed Itmit of eight miles 
an hour making racing impossible, yet as 
the showing madeé would necessarily depend 
largely upon the quickness with which the 
route was covered, there was considerable 
rivalry, especially among the light delivery 
wagons, to make the fastest time for the 
round trip. This was accomplished by one 
of the Knox gasoline delivery wagons, 
which covered the twenty miles up town 
and back in 1:25, an average speed of about 
14 miles anyhour, and made two ten-mile 
trips through the crewded down-town 
streets in 1:10 and 1:00, respectively, the 
time of this vehicle for the entire trip of 
40 miles being 3:45, an average speed of 
almost 13 miles an hour. 

‘che next fastest trip was made by a 
Mobite steam wagon, which made the twen- 
ty-mile trip to King's Bridge and return 
in exactly two hours, or at a speed of ten 
miles an hour, and the two downtown 
trips in 1:09:00 and 1:12:00, respectively, 
which was at a trifle more than the legal 
_— d of eight miles an hour. The time of 
this vehicle for the entire trip was 4:25:00, 
a speed of about nine miles an hour,

ANOTHER TURF BAN FOR SLOAN. 


French Jockey Club Bars American 
Jockey for Spreading Rumors. 


PARIS, May 20.—The Stewards the 
French Jockey Club, the supreme French 
turf authority, to-day issued a formal no- 
tification reciting that ‘‘Tod”’ Sloan, the 
American jockey, had exercised Rose de 
Mai at Chantilly last Sunday without au- 
thority, and therefore excluding him from 
further entrance to the weighing inclos- 
ures or training grounds of the society. 


The Temps says Sloan's exclusion was 
less for breach of the rules in galloping 
Rose de Mai than for “ spreading turf ru- 
mors.” As a matter of fact the filly’s 
trainer escaped with a fine of $400. 

The action of the Stewards follows nu- 
merous incidents connected with Rose de 
Mai's victory in the race for the Prix de 
Diane at Chantilly last Sunday. This race 
{fs one of the classic events of the French 
turf, being equivalent to the English Oaks, 
and is worth $10,000. Count de GSaint- 
Phalle’s Rose de Mai was second favorite, 
at 4 to 1, but reports on the morning of the 
race that she coughed and that it was 
probable she would not start sent the price 
to 12 to 1. Later it developed that Rose de 
Mai was heavily backed at long odds, and 
she won in fine style, whereupon M. Mar- 
ghiloman, a well-known horse owner, 
voiced the public feeling, with the result 
that M. Charron; who superintended the 
filly's training, challenged him to fight a 
duel. Their seconds to-night announced 
that there was no cause for a duel. This 
announcement was simultaneous with the 
notice of Sloan's exclusion. Brethes, the 
trainer, was fined $400 for unauthorized 
use of the training grounds. 

Tod Sloan for the past five years has 
been the most conspicuous jockey of Eng- 
‘lend and the United States, and his name 
still is closely identified with racing, 
though for three years he has been denied 
the privilege of riding under the ruling of 
the English Jockey-Club, which two years 
ago refused to grant him a jockey’s license. 
Sloan, who is about thirty-four years old, 
ig a native of a small Western town, and 
in his early connections with the turf was 
rated as quite an inferior rider. He first 
came into prominence at the San Fran- 
cisco Winter races of 1898, when under 
the coaching of G. E. Smfth he ¢eveloped 
into a good rider, and later, pursuing the 
same tactics, was accepted as a great 
jockey. He was the first successful jockey 
to adopt the seat, now known on the turf 
as the “ Sloan”’ seat, whereby the jockey 
rests his weight over a horse’s withers, 
and, reaching far out forwaré@, rides with 
a very short rein. In 1899 Sloan was the 
leading American jockey, and then went to 
England, where he was quite as success- 
ful as he was in America. In the latter 
year he was brought back to the United 
States under promise of a big fee, and rode 
W. C. Whitney’s colt Ballyhoo Bey to vic- 
tory for the Futurity. loan then went 
back to England and continued his suc- 
cesses there until his extravagances in per- 
sonal expenditure and his methods of living 
brought him under the ban of the Englis 
Joekey Club, which denied him a license 
and so barred him from riding either there 

or in America,

Running and Won Easily.

Tchula Captured the Meadow Brook 
Hunters’ Steeplechase Stakes 
at Morris Park. 


The racing at Morris Park yesterday was 


suggestive of-the languid midsummer sea- 
son, and though a good contest for the 
Meadow Brook Hunters’ Steeplechase Stakes 
served to stir the crowd to a show of mild 
interest, it was not until the last race was 
run that\there was anything like real en- 
thusiasm. 


For the finish of the afternoon's sport, 
however, the splendid black colt Grand 
Opera, formerly the property of C. H. 
Mackay, for whom he was but a moderate 
performer, and now owned by G. E. Smith, 
(“ Pittsburg Phil,”’) for whom Grand Opera 
races as if he were another horse, earned 
a victory that compelled attention and 
aroused lively comment among the horse- 
men as to just what Grand Opera may be 
capable of. The colt was top weight in the 
closing event, a handicap at seven and a 
half furlongs on the Withers course, with 
185 pounds up, and was the public favorite, 
though the horsemen generally seemed 
agreed that he could not carry the weight 
and win. The owner, who has declared his 
intention of selling out his racing stable, 
was credited with having determined to 
start Grand Opera simply to show what 
the colt could do, with a view to a sale as 
early as possible, but when Fuller was an- 
nounced to ride imstead of Bullman, who 
did not come to the track to keep an en- 
gagement made the day ‘before for the 
mount on Grand Opera, the believers in the 
black colt became even fewer among the 
horsemen. As Fuller rides at kbout ninety- 
eight pounds, Grand Opera had to carry 
about thirty-seven pounds of lead, and that 
also helped to make betting against him, 


but in no way affected the result. From 
a-poor break Grand Opera took the track 
in the first furlong, and going on with his 
high weight, galloped in the lead all the 
way and won by a length in excellent time, 
considering the conditions. 

For the Meadow Brook Hunters’ Steeple- 
chase over the two-miles-and-a-half course 
through the field, all the horses originally 
named and three added starters went to 
the post, four of the ten jumpers bein 
ridden by gentlemen yoomees. who want 
to win the trophy in plate that August Bel- 
mont offered in case the winner be ridden 
by an amateur. Tchula, carrying Thomas 
Hitcheock’s green jacket and a _ profes- 
sional rider, was the post favorite and 
winner after a pretty race, Tchula navies 
a lot in hand at the end, however, and fin- 
ishing first, pulled up, a length before the 
outsider, Kate Spottswood. Mishaps were 
frequent in this contest, three horses, one 
of them Zenus, ridden by the millionaire 
F. Ambrose Clark, falling, but without in- 
jury to any of the riders, while one other 
horse refused to jump on the back stretch, 
and another bolted out of the course and 
Started to leave the grounds altogether, be- 
ine restrained only with great difficulty 
by his rider. When Zenus fell, it looked for 
a moment as if he had tumbled over Mr. 
Clark, but the plucky rider scrambled out 
of the way, and, hanging to the bridle, kept 
the horse in subjection and brought out a 
cheer of approval from the spectators by 
remounting and attempting to finish.

GOLFERS DISQUALIFIED. 


Hive golfers, including the medal play 
leader, were disqualified yesterday in the 
tournament of the St. Andrew's Golf Club, 
near Chauncey, Westchester County, for 
stopping in their play to seek a few min- 
utes’ shelter from a furious thunder storm, 
which .broke over the links late in the 
afternoon.

|THE FINANGIAL MARKETS 


Stocks weak. 


Money easy, 2%@2% per cent. 


__—_ 


Yesterday’s stock market suffered 
from an accumulation of pinpricks, some 
of them inflicted in sensitive places. The 
excitement in the cotton market shows 
that nervousness among others is ex- 
tending to the hardiest speculators and 
ties up much money at a time when gold 
exports are depleting the floating funds. 
They are not so plenty as an abnormally 
low money rate seems to indicatqa With 
yesterday’s additions the week's total 
gold loss reaches $3,605,600, making the 
aggregate of the movement $7,863,400, 
with certainty of additions next week 
which will make a total loss of reserve 
mohey exceeding the bank surplus. The 
crop néws was of the usual aggravating 
character, being necessarily expressed in 
general terms, meaning different things 
to different readers. With heat like yes- 
terday’s it seemed mockery to learn that 
the season was backward for both Win- 
ter and Spring sowings upon account of 
lack of sun and uneven distribution of 
moisture. The cotton crop was not ex- 
empt fronf this influence. The operation 
upon Mr. Harriman, the break in the 
Dominion stocks at Boston, and the ex- 
tension of the labor troubles to the rail- 
ways at Chicago were among other un- 
favorable factors, against which there 
is little to offset except better prices 
from London, which had no nore effect 
in restraining selling upon local account 
than recently. Altogether it was a gen- 
uine liquidating maaket, with only sup- 
port enough to prevent a break of serious 
proportions. There was not one even 
fractional advance among active prop- 
erties, and the decline may be roughly 
averaged at about two. Throughout the 
list, including all changes of a half point, 
there were 4 advances and 131 declines. 

It is rather superfluous to speak cf 
special cases under such conditions, but 
there were some conspicuous falls. Ten- 


nessee Coal suffered the maximum de- 
cline upon the active list, 3%, going off 
with the Steels, which lost only 1 apiece. 
The most active stock was Atchison, 
which lost 2%, with the revival cf the 
bond issue story and doubtful reports of 


liquidation by important Boston inter- 


ests. St. Paul was a good second in ac- 
tivity and made a similar decline. ’Fris- 
co lost more than Rock Island and Penn- 
Sylvania was comparatively steady, los- 
ing only a small fraction, although free- 


ly sold. New York Central showed less 
resisting power, and even the Mexicans, 


which have had exceptional reasons for 
strength, were unable to shake them- 
selves free from the universal depression. 
One of the curious incidents of the day 
Was a sale of Michigan Central, evidently 


“at the market,” when no more than 102 


could be got, although the last previous 
sale was 130 in March. Later in the day 
somebody else, seeking to buy instead of 
being compelled to sell, was obMged to 
pay 120 and 120%. It is a good example 
of the advantage of being able to choose 
your time for buying and of the hard- 
ship of compulsory sales. This is far 
from exhausting the list of notable de- 
clines, which extended through all de- 
partments and right up to the close. The 
day’s business was larger than since 
March 5. d 
There was the usual budget of enccur- 
aging railway earnings, to which nobody 
now pays attention. For the second week 
of May only two roads reported decreases 
in gross of $2,570, against nine increases 
aggregating $166,260. Thirty-nine roads 
have now reported for the period men- 
tioned, and of those 35 fiave shown in- 
creases the total of which is $1,023,644, 
against four decreases, aggregating 
$7,590, leaving the net increases $1,016,- 
054. It is growing cause for conjecture 
when such facts—with their even more 
important corollaries—will regain their 
old force. It is impossible that they can 
have lost it permanently merely because 
of the concurrence of many sales of the 
character of Michigan Central as above 
mentioned. When the pressure—what- 
ever it is—is taken off the market it may 


be expected that prices and values will 
once more come together instead of so 
persistently traveling in opposite direc- 


tions.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


However prominent a part the bears may 
have played i:.recent. markets, it was gen- 
erally agreed yesterday that théy were but 
a small factor in forcing the extreme de- 
clines of the day. Liquidation was the 
principal factor—liquidation at once urgent 
and enormous. Big tocks of long stock 
were tumbled overboard without ado by 
pool and other holders, nor did there seem 
to be uny cessation of such pressure“up to 
the market's close. Exhausted margins and 
stop-loss «rders accelerated the decline in 
the late trading,” with .many losses 
taken by the numerous ‘sellers. Even the 
so-called “rich speculators” did not es- 
cape, this being attested by the fact that 
pools formed by fich en in St. Pau. 
Atchison, Keading, and Baltimore and 
Oblo were forced yesterday to liquidate 
heavily. 

Western houses which for months have 
betn great believers in St. Paul and North- 
west were the heaviest sellers of St. Paul, 
with some evidences that Standard Oi) in- 
terests were assisting the decline. The 
early belief in the Street was that the sales 
were based on the rumor—officially pro- 
nounced ridiculous—that the St. Paul divi- 
dend might be reduced to 6 per cent. Later, 
however, the news came of the fresh labor 
troubles on the railroads of the West, 
with peak demands for increased wages 
made by the freight handlers on the va- 
rious systems ceutring in Chicago. Inas- 
much as the Street has lately been none 
too much pleased with the labor situation, 
this fresh evidence of trouble was not re- 
garded as assuring. 


The principal sufferer in the active stocks 
was Atchison, which opened down a quar- 


ter of a point, and during the day fell three 
more, closing but Mttle above the lowest. 


The selling was urgent throughout the day, 
and was declared to be in continuation of 
the selling which had appeared on the day 
previous, when 10.000 shares were thrown 
tfon the market. In some quarters it was 
said that a well-known.Western operator— 
reported te be caught ghort of cotton—was 
the seller, while another theory was that 
the Rock Island people were throwing over 
the stock they had bought when the idea 
presumably was to carry through a deal 
with Atchison. The talk continued that a 
new bond issue is to be made by the com- 
pany, but this is again officially denied. 
etl, 


The decline in New York Central to the 
lowest price recorded on the present move- 


ment came as the resrit of persistent liqui- 
dating sales from various holder® who were 
Gisturbed by the report that, because of 
its large expenditures .and its increased 
stock and bond issues, the company may 
decide to reduce the dividend from 5 to 4 
per cent. So far as can be learned, there 
is not the least basis for such a report, 


which seems to have been circulated by 
the bears, who have learned that stock 
standing in the names of interests close to 
the Vanderbilts has heen steadily corning 
upon the Street. Some of yesterday’s sell- 
ers said that they were telling, not because 
of’ any such reports, tut for the reason 
that they would be able to buy Pennsy)- 
vania, which pays 6 per cent., at practical- 
A same price they sold New York Cen- 
tral. 


The decline im Penrsylvania to 126% 
brings the price of the stock to within 6% 
points of the price at which the new stock 
is issued, the “‘ rights’ to subscribe to this 
stock now being worth but 1%. Manifestly 
a decline in the stock to 120 would make 
the rights worth nothing, and the Street is 
wondering what then. would happen and 
how the company would dispose of the new 
stock not taken up, and at what price. 

Brokers on the floor and in commission 
houses reported that yesterday, for the 
first time since the present ‘downward 
movement began, there was liquidation in 
the industrial group, though not so urgent 
as elsewhere. It has been a matter of com- 
ment for some months that the railroad 


shares, notably the standard stocks, have 
been obliged to bear the brunt of the de- 
cline—or rather have been chosen as the 
issues upon which most easily and profita- 
bly to realize. Now, with the steadily de- 
clining market, it seems that selling of the 
industrials is becoming a factor—this not 
only because they have declined little or 
nothing, but for the reason, also, that addi- 
tional calls for margins are daily going out 
from brokers’ offices, 


A feature of the day was the heavy sell- 
“ing for Boston account, in whose market 
there occurred a sharp break in Dominion 
Iron and Dominion Coal stocks. Canadians 


are understood to be largely intérested in 
these issues and, it is said, have been bad- 
ly bit. This Boston selling was followed 
also by Sales in this market for Montreal 
and Terornto account, with greatest pres- 
sure from those sources in Canadian Pa- 
cific, Atchison, and St. Paul. 


Of general issues there is little to say, in- 
asmuch as practically ail stocks declined 
alike. Pool selling was reported in Cop- 


per, Missouri Pacific, Delaware and Hud- 
son, the Eries, Reading, and the ’Friscos. 
The Moore interests were said to be en- 
deavoring to hold Rock Island. 


While undoubtedly the operation on Mr. 
Harriman influenced some of the sales of

FACTIONS AT WAR 
IN COTTON MARKET 


‘Panic Among Bears Pushes Prices 
Still Higher. 


Daniel Sully Thinks Further Bull Manip- 
ulation a Menace to the Country— 
Col. Brown Optimistic for 
Greater Advances. 


The most exciting times that have been 
known on the New York Cotton Exchange, 
to the best memory of its oldest member, 
Were eclipsed by the market of yesterday, 
especially during the last hour of trading, 


when prices simply ran away from control, 


entailing a stampede among the bears, 
which ended only when the gong sounded 
the close of the market. 

Incidentally there developed in the situa- 
tion a new factor, that of personal ill 
feeling among some of the largest cotton 
houses in the city. This is consequent on 


. oe 
the measures which haye been called into 


use by the two factions which, it is under- 
stood, have taken opposite positions in the 
market. These two factions are generally 
supposed to be headed by_Daniel Sully and 
Col. W. P. Brown, and the brokers who 
represent them are S. M. Weld & Co. and 
Atwood, Violett & Co., respectively. While 
Mr. Sully is still a bull on the general situ- 
ation, he declared yesterday that he ‘con- 
sidered further bull manipulation a 
menace to the best interests of the coun- 
try, especially to the spinning interests. 
sie also expressed the opinion that the 
violent fluctuations in prices which 
now a daily occurrence, are a sign of over- 
speculation, which he believes must end in 
disaster to some one. 

Col. Brown, on the other hand, declared 
that he was not manipulating cottog. 

“I believe in still higher prices, though,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘and my belief is based entirely 
on what I know. I know that there is a big 
shortage this year; I know that there 
10t enough cotton to go around, and, there- 
fore, I am a bull. About the next crop I 
know nothing, except that reports show it 
is backward. I have no interest whatever 
én the new crop options.” 

This latter statement had reference to the 
report that Col. Brown had bid up the Octo- 
ber option to the that 
month. 

About his relations with Mr. 
Brown declined to say anything. 
Phe am not saying anything about 
Sully,”” was his only comment. He 
tested, however, in a mild sort of 
against what he considered the doubtful 
compliment of being called a bull leader. 

“I have been in the cotton business all 
my life, and I have managed two or three 
campaigns before this one.” 

A friend of the Colonel said later that 
he had made a million dollars in 1896, and 
that he had also conducted a successful 
bull campaign in 1900. ‘* The Colonel,”’ said 
his friend, ** is worth a few millions himself, 
and besides he has the backing of the 
Hibernia Bank and Trust Company of New 
Orleans.” 

That, howéver, there are real differences 
between Col. Brown and Mr. Sully 
shown by a statement sent out by 
Violett & to the effect that they had 
called on S. M. Weld & Co. for original 
margins. They had done this, they said, 
after they had learned that Weld & Co 
had called on them, but that 
intentions of Weld & Co. were, 
simply giving tit for tat. 2 
This statement had reference to a pub- 
lished report that original margins were 
being insisted on by several houses in order 
to embarrass the bull clique. The ordinary 
System of margins on the Cotton Exchange 
consists in the making good of the daily 
differences in quotations from the  pur- 
chase price by the buyers and_ sellers 
Under one of the rules of the Exchange 
the buyers and sellers are permitted to 
call on each other at the time the con- 
tract is made, or within twenty-four hours 
atterward, for a cash margin of from $1 to 
$2» a bale. Such margins are called original 
and are intended to protect the

This calling of margins has not, h¢ 
had much infiuence on the speculation. 
Yesterday transactions were heavier than 
ever before, over 1,000,000 bales changing 
hands at advancing prices During the 
morning there were the usual fluctuations 
up and down the scale which have made this 
market dangerous fdr speculators. But in 
the afterno« shortly after 2% o'clock, there 
Was a udden spectacular demonstration 
which sent all the quotations to new high 
2ecords. The most sensational advance was 
in the October Option, which rose 30 points, 
or $1.0 a bale, in thirty minutes. Other far 
optious were similarly strong, due to a rush 
for cover of many shorts who had sold the 
far-month options short as a hedge against 
their long cotton for the Summer month de- 
liveries: : The rush was brought about by 
statements to the effect that the crop was 
backward and was likely to be no larger 
than this year's crop. 

‘May cotton reached 11.98, July 11.: and 
August 11:05. Spot cotton was quiet at 30 
points advance, middling uplands selling at 
312.15. 

Superintendent King, speaking of the 
reasons for the continued advance, said: 

“The advance in prices is not due to any 
manipulation as a primary factor. The 
basic reasons for the rise are, first, the 
statistical position of cotton, consumption 
having during the last few years gradual- 
ly overtaken the production. The second 
ground is the existence of a large short in- 
terest, which has grown as prices have ad- 
vanced, on the theory that a collapse could 
not be far off. So far this large short in- 
terest has only succeeded in putting prices 
still higher by its periodical efforts, often 
simultaneous, to cover their contracts.” 

Mr. King said that if this short interest 
had sufficient funds, there was no telling 
but that they might get out without much 
Joss. He said he could not estimate how 
grent the lesses so far were. or say who the 
losers had been, but he admitted that the 
lasses so far had been heavy. 
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VIOLENT BREAK IN STOCKS. 


Wall Street Day of. Liquidation, Causing 
Heavy Losses to Individuals 
and Pools. 


While cotton was climbing highe: and 
higher yesterday, stocks on the Stock Ex- 
change were breaking violently, with 


the day on en average of from 2 to 5 points, 
and with one extreme break of 26 points 
reported—this in Michigan Central 
which sold at one time at 102, as compared 
with the previous in March, of 130, 2 
per cent. having since come off in divi- 
dends: What was more disturbing was that 
in most instances closing prices were prac- 
tically the lowest of the day, with little or 
no recovery in evidence. 

It was a day of bitterness and great 
financial loss, not alone to individua! hold- 
ers of stocks, but to many pools made up 
of rich men. Thousands upon thousands

the day, with heavy pool selling reported 
in Atchison, St. Paul, Reading, and other 
stocks. Inasmuth as these pools were made

The loss of the Bostonians 
was rendered greater by a bad break in 
some of the iron and coal stocks traded in 
on the Boston market.

Best opinion, how- 
ever, seems to be that the wild speculation 
in cotton was the greatest factor, with 
others (such as gold exports, the unsettled 
labor situation, and rumors—officially de- 
nied—of contemplated reductions in the 
dividends on New York Central and 8t. 
Paul) but incidental. 

The cotton speculation, it seems, has 
caught not a few prominent Stock Ex- 
change operators short of cotton, ana each

Civic Federation Brings Harmony 
Through Secret -Sessions..

Conditions of Temporary Co-operation 
Do Not Compe! Use of Union Mate- 
rials—A Gain for Contentions 


of Employers. , 


At least 6ne. discordant element—among 
the most important that have contributed 
toward the .great building trades strikes 
and lockovts in thls city—has been elimi- 
nated through the efforts of the local 
branch of the Civic Federation, acting as a 
conciltation cammittee: of that body. The 
two warring ‘carpenters’ unions have come 
together. Though there remain © certain 
points of difference that have existed be- 
tween them for several years, the contro- 
versy of the last-month is.over, according 
to an announcement -made by <the repre- 
sentatives of the two unions to the doncil- 
jation committee. 

Emerson McMillin, bankér, of 40 Wali 
Sireet, and. Chairman of the Civic Federa- 
tion's local organization, said-yesterday: 

“Tlie reason there was no heed for us to 
have a conference with the carpenters last 
night was that they Nad gotten togéther 
beforehand, and when we met they in- 
formed ‘us that their relations toward each 
other were exactly as they were a ‘year 
ago, They had agreed on the points of dis- 
pute which arose a few weeks ago.”’ 

The main point of difference—and the one 
which caused the Brotherhood to refuse to 
work with the Amalgamated a month ago— 
has heen whethér the union carpenters 
should use materials supplied by non-union 
producers. The-Amalgumated’s view was 
that it made no difference whence came 
the materials; the Brotherhood said all 
materiuis must be of union manufacture. 

According to the anbouncement of the 
Mivie Federation, thé carpenters now have 
agreed to work together under the condi- 
tions of a yeat ago. Those conditiohs did 
not compel the use of union materials. The 
emplovers of the city consider this outcome 
of the controversy In the nature of a yic- 
tory for their side of the fight against cer- 
tain union rules and regulations that they 
have branded as unfair. Although the gen- 
eral lockout inthe building trades does not 
permit all the carpenters to go back ‘to 
work at once, it was announced by various 
builders and contractors throughout the 
city yesterday that Brotherhood and Amal- 
xamated men were being employed together 
in small numbers. 

The insite story of the Civic Federation's 
part in the negotiations of the carpenters 
was told yesterday. Lawyer W. N. Wilmer 
of 40 ‘Vall Street stepped in as an inde- 
pendent conciliator. The men of both sides 
Knew him and took his advice to a certaip 
extent They agreed that they wanted 
their sides heard by competent outsiders. 
First, he appealed to the officials of the 
(hamber of Commerce, but the amount of 
red tape necessary before that body pos- 
sibly could take.up the matter, even if it 
wished to do.so, was so great that Mr. 
Wilmer turned to the City Glub. Its officers 
refused to take part in the matter, after 
the lawyer had protestéd that this fight 
of the two unions was the crucial axis of 
the strike situation, and that its final set- 
tlement would determine in a large degree 
whether trade unions were to be supreme 
dictaters or not, Later an appeal to the 
Merchants’ Association was made, but 
while its leaders were considering the mat- 
ier ‘the Civic. Federation agreed to listen 
to the c@rpenters in an unofficial way and 
try to help them settle the querrel. 

Mr. Wilmer telegraphed to Father Cur- 
ran, who figured tn the coal strike. ‘Fhe 
latter came immediately from Pennsyl- 
vania, and last tk night the Federa- 
tion's local members, the priest, the lawyer 
and five representatives from each of the 
two unions meét-in eonferende at the Fed- 
eration’s offices; Twenty-second Street ant 
Fourth Avenue. At first the labor men,

LEGAL NOES. 


CONSTRUCTION OF FIRE INSURANCE 
CIEs.---In action on a policy of fire in- 

rance brought by Robert D. Kent against 
the Aetna Insurance Company, the defend- 
ant claimed, demurrer, that the Per- 
fecta Packing Case Company ought to be a 
party plaintiff to the action, because, not- 
withstanding that it had mortgaged the in- 
sured property to the plaintiff, it was still 
jointly interested. An appeal frem a judg- 
ment sustaining the demurrer was argued 
yesterday before the Appellate Division. 
The appellant contefided that the weight of 
authority is overwhelming in favor of the 
proposition that the words ‘‘ as interest 
may appear’’ are words of severance, and 
that where those words are used in a pol- 
icy the mortgagee may sue alone without 
joining the mortgageor, especially where, as 
here, the mortgage.debt equals or exceeds 
the face of the policy. The insurance com- 
pany elaimed that all the property men- 
tioned in the policy is covered by it. The 
words “‘as interest may appear’’ do not 
create several rights in the insured. The 
Appellate Court reserved its decision,

DIRECTORS CHARGED WITH DEPLETING 
CAPITAL.—A case of interest to stockhold- 
ers and Directors of corporations, as bear- 
ing on their rights and liabilities; was ar- 
gued yesterday in tthe Appellate Division. 
Archibald A. Hutchinson and other owners 
of the common stock.of the American Malt- 
ing Company seek to compel Charles A. 
Stadler and six other Directors of the 
company to account for an alleged waste 
corporate This waste is said to 
have consisted in the willful payment by 
the Directors, out of the capita], of un- 
earned dividends aggregating $1,855,350; 
the dissipation of surplus amounting to 
£250,000, created as an additional working 
capital by the stockholders at the time the

If they do an act 
which is clearly not within their power, 
such as knowingly paying dividends out of 
capital, they are guilty of a breach -of 
trust and are liable to restore the capital 
thus misappropriated, just as they are 
bound ¢0 make good any willful waste of 
the assets, to the extent of such waste. 
On behalf of the respondents it was -ar- 
gued that not even at the suit of the com- 
pany will the courts of this State enforce 
against the Directors the New Jersey cor- 
poration law. Section 23.of the New York 
stock corporation law gives no _ rights 
against Directors, even to a domestic cor- 
poration, except for the protection of éred- 
itors, and here no creditors are involved.

TO EXPLORE MOUNT McKINLEY. 


Expedition Being Sent Out in Charges of 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook. 


An expedition is being sent out under the 
auspices of the Geographical Society of 
Philadelphia and the Arctic Club of New 
York to eXplore Mount McKinley, the high- 
est peak in. the Alaskan range, estimated 
to be 20,400: feet in height.

PARSONS WILL FIGHT 
TAMMANY MEN'S COUP 


Deposed Finance Chairman Sits 
on Sinking Fund Commission. 


Alderman McCall! Will Wait for Certifi- 
cate Before Attempting to Vote 
in That Body. 


There was much discussion around the 
City Hall yesterday as to the Tammany 
coup at Tuesday's meeting, by which Al- 
derman Herbert Parsons was deposed as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. One 
question arose as to whether the resolution 
naming John T. McCall, the Tammany lead- 
er, Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
would have to be sent before Mayor Low 
for action before it became operative. 

City Cierk Scully said yesterday that in 
his opinion the action of the Board of 
Aldermen was not on a legislative matter, 
and that Mayor Low would not be called 
upon to consider it. 

The question as to the battle which is 
sure to be fought in the courts over the 
Chairmanship of the Finance Committee, 
which involves membership of the Sinking 
Fund Commission, was debated by both 
the Tammany and the Fusion members. 
The first matter to be decided is "whether 
Mayor Low will recognize Alderman Mc- 
Call as a member of the Sinking Fund 
Commission when he presents a certified 
copy of the resolution adopted by the board 
making him a member. It was sald yes- 
terday that Mayor Low would refuse to 
recognize Alderman McCall, and that the 
Tammany men would then seek a writ of 
mandamus, 

Vice Chairman McInnes said yesterday 
that in his opinion the action of the board 
was illegal. 

‘The minutes show that President 
Fornes numed Mr. Parsons Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, and désignated all 
the other Chairmen, and, at the next meet- 
ing of the board, the minutes were ‘ ap- 
proved as read,'" continued Mr. McInnes.

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MILLS IS CROSS-EXAMINED. 


Af&cused Lawyer Tells of His Alleged 
Dickering to Settle Flower Clatms—

Jeorge Edward Mills, the lawyer, who 1s
